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A PAGE FROM HISTORY. 


ENRY A. WISE, the unjacketed Richmond lu- 
natic, has been making still another of his 
speeches in glorification of the Rebellion. At Alex- 
andria, near enough to Washington for the Govern- 
ment to get at him, amid prolonged cheers he defied 
and ridiculed it, and “‘ scoffed at mercy.” He said: 
“Tf Thad triumphed, I should have favored stripping 
“them naked. Pardon! They might have appealed 
“for pardon, but I would have seen them damned 
“before I would have granted it. For myself, the 
“boot being on the other leg, I take no oaths! I ask 
“no pardons!’’ For this sentiment, which is proba- 
bly genuine (for we all guess at what would have 
been the result of ‘‘ the boot being on the other leg”), 
wecare nothing. We do not give WIsE and his fellow- 
conspirators their ancient privileges because they think 
it right for us to do so, but because we think it right. 
They probably consider it very weak and very stupid of 
our Government to act as it does; but the Government 
does not ask the opinion of such as WISE, and has its 
own motive for treating him beyond his deserts. But 
there is another of Wisk’s recent utterances which 
does require notice, because a similar one has been 
made in quarters where it would be likely to do more 
harm. ‘I have the proud satisfaction of saying that 
T fought until we won the privilege of being pa- 
“roled.”” The implication, of course, is that the 
parole granted at Appomattox Court-House was one 
extorted by the army which surrendered; whereas, 
the truth is that that treaty was a privilege granted by 
the commander who received the surrender. 

There never has been a case of mercy and magna- 
nimity so remarkable in history as the conduct of 
Grant in April, 1865. He had an insolent and vin- 
dictive enemy, long successful in resistance, at last at 
his feet. The much-suffering Army of the Potomac 
had, after so often beating itself to bleeding fragments 
against entrenchments, like the sea dashed to foam 
against the cliffs, at last driven the enemy out of his 
defences, and exposed his real inferiority of numbers. 
It remained only to give the coup de grace; and, at 
the very moment of annihilation, GRANT stayed the 
uplifted arm. L«£x’s rations for his whole army were 
smoking in the flames of the Richmond storehouses ; 
that army was bleeding with wounds, exhausted with 
toil, sleepless with night-watches, distressed with the 
pangs of hunger, footsore and staggering blindly, now 
dropping their guns from exhaustion, and anon driven 
into sharp contest by the relentless pursuers—at Jet- 
ersville, Paine’s Crossroads, Farmville, Deatonsville, 
Sailor’s Creek, High Bridge, the Old Stage Road, 
Appomattox Station, and Appomattox Court-House. 
It was the wreck of an army, coming up again and 
again with true grit to the contest, like a spent boxer 
in the ring, at the call of “‘time,” but only to be 
sent reeling to the ground. At such a moment, con- 
vinced of the “hopelessness of further resistance,’’ 
GRANT wrote from Farmville, on April 7th, his ever- 
amous letter, asking of his adversary the surrender of 











the Army of Northern Virginia, that he might shift 
from himself ‘‘ the responsibility of any further effu- 
‘sion of blood.” While the ensuing correspondence 
went on, LEE grew weaker day by day. When he 


9| wrote, on the 8th, to GRANT that he ‘‘ did not enter- 


“*tain the opinion you express on the hopelessness of 
‘* further resistance,” he knew perfectly well that he 
had not twenty thousand effective troops, against 
quadruple that number opposed to him; that these 
twenty thousand were entirely exhausted; that much 
of his artillery had been abandoned, and many of the 
muskets of the men had been dropped; that his 
shadow of an army had one ration to start with on 
this dread race for life, and men and animals were 
living on what could be seized by the wayside. Yet 
GRANT, taking no notice of these facts or of LuE’s 
ignoring them, instantly replies, in perfect temper and 
with the same generous spirit, that ‘‘ there is but one 
“condition I would insist upon—namely, that the 
“‘ men and officers surrendered be disqualified for tak- 
‘*ing up arms again against the Government of the 
‘United States until properly exchanged.’’ And 
again LEE replies: ‘‘To be frank, I do not think the 
** emergency has arisen to call for the surrender of 
“this army,’”’ adding, ‘‘I cannot meet you with a 
‘* view to surrender the Army of Northern Virginia, 
“but, as far as your proposal may affect the Con- 
‘* federate States’ forces under my command, and tend 
** to the restoration of peace, I should be pleased to 
‘*meet you at 10 A. M.’? Any General but GRANT, 
knowing the utter ‘‘ hopelessness’’ of further resist- 
ance, and the wretched wreck that remained of LEr’s 
Army, and then receiving so idle and aimless a reply 
to a proposition overflowing with generosity, would 
have answered only with a blow. ‘‘ Very good—if you 
‘cannot meet me with a view to surrender, I will 
‘‘make you surrender without a meeting.’’ There 
would have been no great cruelty in responding thus 
to the rejection of his repeated suggestion of hon- 
orable surrender. At that time, LEE was between 
two rivers, unable to cross either, and SHERIDAN’S 
troopers, as strong as LEE’s available army, were hurry- 
ing directly across his path. Yet, ‘‘to be frank,” he did 
not see any hopelessness in fighting. GRANT'S rejoin- 
der to this vexatious dispatch was in perfect accord 
with his previous notes. ‘‘ The meeting proposed for 
*©10 A. M. to-day could lead to no good.’’ But still 
the door is open for honorable surrender. Thanks to 
the tremendous vigor of SHERIDAN, these words were 
soon ended. That General had made a forced march 
of thirty miles, burst upon Appomattox Station, cap- 
tured four supply trains there of Confederate stores, 
had driven back the advance of LEE upon his main 
army, and planted his horsemen square across the road 
on which LEE was approaching ; and there the Con- 
federate General found him planted, when he sat 
down and wrote his dispatch, “‘to be frank.’’ It 
should be said, however, that Ler did hope to break 
through this cavaJry front, and actually attempted it. 
The best authority says that to achieve this feat his 
whole army consisted of a ‘‘ thin line” of GorDON’s 
troops in front, ‘‘ another scant line,” made up from 
“the wreck of LONGSTREET’S corps in rear—in all 
‘about eight thousand. Between the two were the 
‘< débris of the wagon-train and the gaunt figures of 
‘* some thousands of unarmed stragglers, too weak to 
‘carry their muskets.’”” When GORDON attacked, 
SHERIDAN gradually drew off his cavalry and un- 
masked Orp’s Army of the James, whose bayonets 
flashed in the despairing eyes of GORDON’S men, who 
began to retreat. Meanwhile, SHERIDAN had re- 
mounted his men, who rode away to the right, and 





took position to turn the enemy’s left flank. In five 
minutes his squadrons would have been driving pell- 
mell through the troops and trains of the enemy, 
grinding the whole pack to the earth—when Lzz, now 
thinking that perhaps the emergency had arisen to 
call for the surrender of his army, sent out the white 
flag. 

And that is the way that the conquered enemy 
‘‘extorted” the privilege of parole! Ten minutes 
would have annihilated it, and it was spared. The 
magnanimity of GRANT appears the greater the more 
thoroughly one examines the final facts. It is credit- 
able to LEE that he fought his army down toashadow. - 
But the lower we find it reduced before surrender, the 
more perfectly gratuitous and magnanimous were the 
terms which GRANT offered. At the very last, he only 
asked the same “‘ one condition ’’ that he fixed at the 
outset, though he could have exacted unconditional sur- 
render. On the night before Grant sent LEE his 
first note, a consultation of the latter’s chief officers, 
at which he was not present, after anxious deliberation, 
decided, like GRANT, that resistance was “‘ hopeless,” 
and so announced their opinion to General Lez. The 
latter, as we have seen, held a different opinion. But 
surely, if resistance were hopeless before Farmville, 
there can be no doubt that it was at Appomattox 
Court-House. This;was our Caudine Forks, had we so 
chosen to make it. But Union troops never were dis- 
posed to make a brave enemy pass under the yoke— 
and least of all was such intention possible to the 
matchless magnanimity of their commander. Let us 
add, in turning down again our “‘ page out of history,’’ 
that of all the exciting record of the unparalleled War 
of Rebellion, no series of events is more intensely 
interesting, more decisively important, or more 
honorable to our arms—both for the valor of troops 
and the skill and generosity of commanders—than 
this little-known story of Five Forks and Petersburgh, 
and the great final chase and running fight to Appo- 
mattox Court-House. 








Tue contract for erecting a monument to commemorate 
the battle of Gettysburgh, to be erected on the field where 
the decisive conflict was waged, has been awarded to Janes 
G. Barterson, of Hartford, Connecticut, who designed 
the accepted plan. The monument is twenty-three feet 
square at;the base and fifty-five feet in height. At the an- 
gles of the base are four buttresses, each supporting a 
colossal statue in a sitting posture. These statues are alle- 
gorical, and represent respectively, War, History, Peace 
and Plenty. War is represented by the figure of an Amer- 
ican soldier, who, resting from the conflict, relates to His- 
tory the story of the battle and the names of the honored 
dead, while History with her stylus and tablet writes down 
the imperishable record. The corresponding statues sym- 
bolize Peace and Plenty. Peace is represented by a me- 
chanic with the implements of his tradeabouthim. Plen- 
ty is typified by a female figure with sheaf of wheat and 
ploughshare. ‘These last figures indicate the industry and 
activity which shall succeed the ravages of war, and the 
abundance and prosperity which are the crowning results 
of the gtorious victory here achieved. Upon the richly 
moulded cornice rests an octagonal plinth, bearing in basso 
rilievo the coat of arms of the United States. On the 
shaft above and encircling it are eighteen stars in basso ri- 
lievo, representing the States which remained loyal through- 
out the fiery trial. The capitol is finely moulded, and sup- 
ports a three-quarter globe, upon’ which stands a colossal 
statue, fifteen feet high, representing the Genius of Liberty, 
clasping within her left arm the folds of the American 
flag, while in her raised right hand she holds the victor’s 
wreath of laurel. The pedestal is to be made of fine white 
granite and the statues of white American marble. The 
structure will cost about $50,000.

We have the following official data in regard to the 
number of troops at Fort Goodwin, Arizona, reported to 
have been captured by the Apache Indians, and the garrison 
massacred. The February return shows that the fort was 
under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Pottock, of the 
Second California infantry, with a garrison of three com- 
panies of that regiment, and Company I, First New- 
Mexican infantry, Captain Simrson. The Fourteenth 
Regular infantry, in California, had been ordered to the 
Territory, but it was not known whether they had reached 
it before the reported massacre occurred. General Joun S. 
Mason, commanding that sub-district, had ordered three 
companies of the third battalion of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment to Fort Goodwin, to relieve the three California 
companies, leaving Company I of the New-Mexican force 
to be retained there. 

Masor-Generat Orp has directed that Company D, 
Fourth U. 8. infantry, and such recruits as may be as- 
signed to Company B, Fourth U. 58. infantry, under the 
direction of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Roserr P. McKis- 
BEN, Captain Fourth U.S. infantry, take passage on the 
10th inst., for Fort Brady, Michigan, with such ordnance 
and ordnance stores, quartermasters’ and commissary sup- 
plies, hospital stores and medicines, as may be ready for 
shipment. At least one months’ provisions and 200 rounds 
ammunition, were ordered to be carried with the command. 
Until a Medical Officer, U. S. Army, is assigned to duty 
at Fort Brady, the Medical Director, Department of the 
Ohio, has been directed to take the necessary steps for 
the employment of a Contract Physician, for that post, to 
accompany and remain with the command. 

Brevet Masor-Generat Turner, commanding De- 
partment of Virginia, has issued the following order : 

In obedience to instructions from Lieutenant-General 
Grant, ——st the Armies of the United States, a 

of cers is hereby ordered to convene at Norfolk, 
Va.,on Monday, the 30th day of April, 1866, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, who will investigate the cause 
and progress of the recent riot in that place and all the 
facts connected therewith. The evidence taken by the 
Board will be recorded in full, and forwarded with their 
report to these headquarters. The Board is authorized to 
summon all persons whose testimony is desired. ‘The post 
er at Norfolk will render the Board such assist- 
ance as they may require. ‘The junior member of the 
Board will record its proceedings. Detail for the Board : 
Brigadier-General H. T. Burton, Colonel Fifth U. 8. ar- 
tillery; Major Lyman Bisset, Eleventh U.S. infantry; 
Captain D. M. Vance, Eleventh U. 8. infantry. 


An order concerning the medical records of the recruit- 
ing service of the Regular Army, has been issued to the 
following effect : 

A register of the medical examination of recruits will 
hereafter be kept by the surgeon at each recruiting station 
and dépdt. A report of recruits examined during the pre- 

ing month will be transmitted on the first day of each 

to the Surgeon-General, U. S. A., who will furnish 
blanks for the purpose, as well as the blank registers of 
medical examination of recruits. When the registers are 
filled, they will be transmitted without delay to the Sur- 
geon-General, and all records or registers of the medical 
examination of recruits which may now be on file at any 


recruiting station or dépdt, will also be forwarded to him 
as soon as the new form of register is received. 
Masor-Generat Wricut, commanding the Department 
of Texas, has ordered the commanding officer of the Cen- 
tral District to send two. companies, dismounted, of the 
Fourth U. S. cavalry, via Indianola and Brazos Santiago to 
Brownsville, Texas, where they will be remounted for 


service in the district of the Rio Grande. The command- 
ing officer of the detachment will, on his arrival, report 
for instructions to Brevet Major-General Gerry, com- 
manding the District, at Brownsville. The serviceable 
horses of these companies will be distributed in the regi- 
ment. ‘The remainder will be turned over to the Quarter- 
master’s Department to be sold. 

Tue following general order from the War Department 
is published by Major-General Canny for the information 
of hiscommand: All persons engaged in the cultivation 
of land, who may have the graves of United States’ soldiers 
located upon their lands, are hereby forbidden to mutilate 
or obliterate the traces of such graves, by ploughing or 
otherwise, or to disturb the headboards, stakes or fences 
around them. All officers on duty as Provost-Marshals, 
Post Commanders, or otherwise connected with the military 
service, are instructed to send information of the locality 
and condition of such graves, and of any breach of this 
order, to the Quurtermaster-General. 

Tux drills at the various batteries, by the different 
classes at West Point, ended on the 15th inst., at which 
time the battalion drills were commenced. These latter 
drills will continue until June Ist, at which time, or as 
soon thereafter as they have organized—by the election of 
a President and Secretary—the Board of Visitors will 
review the battalion. Each day following, if the weather 





is favorable, a military exercise will be imposed on the 
corps of cadets, until the close of the examination, which 
will end on or about the 16th or 17th of June. The Sum- 
mer encampment will commence at the close of the ex- 
amination, which will be upon the grounds near Fort 
Clinton. 


Masor-Generat Hircucock, Commissary-General of 
prisoners, has given notice that a sufficient time having 
elapsed for the presentation of claims against the fund 
under the charge of this officer, moneys recovered from the 
Rebel authorities taken from the United States soldiers, 
while held as prisoners of war, no claims presented after 
this date will be considered. A pro rata distribution of the 
fund will be made on the claims now on file on satisfactory 
proof of the identity of the claimant and the ' authenticity 
of the claim presented. 

Tue county of Washington, Maine, and the townships 
of Weston, Orient, Amity, Hodgden, Houlton, and 
Littleton, in the county of Aroostook, Maine, have been 
constituted a district, within the limits of the Department 
of the East, to he known as the district of the St. Croix. 
headquarters at Eastport, Maine. Brevet Colonel D. R. 
Ransom, captain Third U. S. artillery, has been assigned to 
the command of this district. 


Brevet Masor-Generat Jonny M. Corse, in retiring 
from the command of the District of Minnesota, Depart- 
ment of the Platte, speaks of the Tenth infantry as fol- 
lows: “'To the officers and men of the Tenth U. S. infan- 
‘try, with whom his intercourse has been more brief, he 
“desires to say that he has highly appreciated their devo- 
“tion to their profession ; their earnest and successful ef- 
“ forts to execute his plans; and their uniformly warm 
“and cordial support. The high soldierly qualities they 
“have manifested, he fecls must place thcir organization 
“ among the elite regiments of the U. 8. Army.” 

Brever Major-General Dyer, Chief of Ordnance, issued 
the following circular on the 7th inst.: 

The following report has been made to this office by 
Brevet Colonel Laipiey, and is communicated for the 
information and government of ordnance officers: I have 
the honor to report that, in order to prevent the repaired 
arms from rusting again, I have found it necessary to cover 
the bed for the barrel and ramrod with shellac varnish. I 
have thought it might be desirable to call the attention of 
officers who are engaged in repairing and cleaning arms 
to this point ; for if it be not attended to in a short time, it 
will be found that the rust in the stock has caused the 
barrel and ramrod to become rusty as ever. 

Tue following act, which was approved on the 9th, will 
prove a great assistance to U. 8. Disbursing Officers in set- 
tling their accounts. It is entitled, “‘ An act to extend the 
“jurisdiction of the Court of Claims,” and reads as fol- 
lows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives* of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Court of 
Claims shall have jurisdiction to hear and determine the claim of any 

T, quartermaster, co: of subsistence, or other dis- 

ursing officer of the United States, or of his administrators or exec- 

utors, for relief from msibility on account of losses by capture 

or otherwise, while in the line of his duty, of Government funds, 

vouchers, records and papers in his charge, and for which such officer 

was and is held responsible ; Provided, That an appeal may be taken 
to the Supreme Vourt, as in cther cases. 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That whenever said court shall 
have ascertained the facts of any such loss to have been without fault 
or neglect on the part of any such officer, it shall make a decree, set- 
ting forth the amount thereof, upon which the proper accounting offi- 
cers of the shall allow to such officer the amount so decreed 
as a credit in the settlement of his accounts. 

THE majority of the newly appointed Second Lieutenants 
in the Regular Army are ordered to report at Fort 
Columbus previous to joining their regiments. This is a 
great saving to the Government, as these officers are em- 
ployed to take charge of detachments of recruits who have 
been assigned to the various regiments, and, consequently, 
have no claim for mileage. Some thirty have already re- 


ported, and others a:e reporting every day. 

Tue sentence “to be hanged by the neck until he shall 
“be dead, at such time and place as the proper authorities 
“may direct,” in the case of Brinstey Payys, a citizen 
employé of the Government of the United States with 
the Army in the field, which sentence was approved by 
Major-General Stoneman, has been commuted to ten 
years’ imprisonment in such penitentiary as the Secretary 
of War may direct. 


A Srectat Relief Commission has been appointed by 
Major-General O. O. Howaxp, of which Surgeon Rozert 
Reysvrn is President, and Sayies J. Bowen, Postmaster 
at. Washington, D. C., Vice-President, for the purpose of 
distributing the $25,000 appropriated by Congress among 
the destitute colored people in and about the city of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Tue Board of Officers convened in Norfolk by order of 
Lieutenant-General Grant, and of which Colonel Burton 
of the Fifth artillery}was President, has finished its labors 
and closed its sessions. 

So much of the post of Colleton, South Carolina, as is 
included in the late parish of St. Johns Colleton, is estab- 
lished as a post to be called the post of Wadmelaw, and 
will be commanded jby Major E. C. Curr, Twenty-fifth 
Ohio Veteran Volunteers, to be garrisoned by two compan- 


ies of the same regiment. So much of the post of Colle. 
ton as is included in James Island is added to the post of 
Charleston. 


Fort McDowell, Arizona, must be a pleasant station, 
A recent letter from there says: 

East and west of this post the country is almost unem 
plored. On the north it is seventy-five miles to the near. 
est white man; while on the south it is forty-five miles to 
the nearest white habitation, between which place and 
this post intervene two almost unfordable rivers. The 
men suffer from scurvy, with no vegetables obtainable, and 
nothing to eat but salt pork and beans. The Apaches are 
all around us, thirsty for a white man’s scalp. Our quar. 
ters are mud huts, without windows or doors, and there is 
no glass or lumber in this country—no furniture or ma. 
terial for its manufacture. 


The proceedings of this Commission are being conducted 


| with closed doors. The Commission has been assembled 


for the purpose of ascertaining and investigating the 
causes which led to the recent riot in the city of Norfolk 
during the negro procession celebrating the passage of the 
Civil Rights Bill. 

Masor-Generat Wricut has ordered the commanding 
officer of the District of the Rio Grande to send, without 
delay, one company of colored troops to establish a post at 
Corpus Christi. The company should go provided with 
supplies for not less than two months. Further supplies 
will be drawn from the dépéts at Indianola. 


Unper the provisions of circular No. 40, War Depart- 
ment, series of 1865, all the enlisted men of the Signal 
Corps in the Department of Texas have been ordered to be 
discharged the service of the United States by their 
respective commanding officers at the places where they 
may be serving. 


Tue following circular has been issued by the Paymas- 
ter-General: ‘‘ Each paymaater will, at the close of each 
“‘ week, report to the Treasurer of the United States direct 
“the deposit balance of the public money to his credit, 
“designating the place or places of such deposit.” 

GENERAL McDowe.tt, Commanding Department of 
California, has issued an order, stating that the duty of 
purchasing and supplying subsistence stores for the posts 
in Arizona, as for all of those in the Department, is ex- 
clusively with Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Taytor, Com- 
missary of Subsistence, U. S. Army. 

Te Secretary of War has ordered all the fortifications 
than can be dispensed with about Mobile, Memphis, Vicks- 
burgh, Chattanooga, and other points in the Southwest, 
to be dismantled as soon as possible. 

Tue military department commanders have been in- 
structed by Lieutenant-General Granr to abolish the dis- 
tricts under their respective commands as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances will permit. 

Tue Intelligence Office at Alexandria, Va., proves to 
be very valuable, large numbers of colored people being 
furnished with employment by the officer in charge. 

Heapqvarters, Department of the Missouri, have been 
removed to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, to which point in 
the future all official communications will be sent. 

Company G, Third battalion, Nineteenth U. S. infantry, 
has been ordered to join their regiment, now serving in the 
Military Division of the Mississippi. 

A pvortion of the Eighteenth U.S. infantry, stationed 
at Fort Laramie, Dacotah Territory, has been ordered to 
garrison the Upper Platte. 

Tue Tenth regiment, U. S. colored troops, has beev 
ordered to be mustered out of service by Major-General 
Wricst. 

Licut Company B, Fourth U. S. artillery, is stationed 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 


Ear y in 1864, Comman@er Foxuatt A. Parker pub- 
lished a work on “Squadron Tactics Under Steam,” in 
which he proposed, for the first time in !Naval history, 
obliquing into line. ‘This he did for two reasons: first, be- 
cause of the great space and length of time required to 
turn our long vessels at right angles to their original di- 
rection ; and, second, because he foresaw that in the 
future the fighting power of many of our vessels would be 
almost exclusively in the bow, and their weak points on 
the beam, which should consequently be “ refused ” to the 
enemy. Commander Parxer’s plan was the subject of 





much criticism among Naval officers at the time it was 
pubiished. It must, therefore, give its author great satis- 
faction to observe now that it is the one which has been 
adopted for manceuvring the iron-clad fleet of France. 
On comparing the diagrams given in Commander Park- 
ER's work with those which illustrate the work of Vice- 
Admiral Bover WiitavMez, published in 1865, which we 
have just received, the identity of the two methods is very 
apparent. Inasmuch as the Admiral. makes no mention 
of Commander Parxer’s work, it is to be presumed he had 
not seen it; but he has certainly arrived at the same results 





at a later period. 
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MILITARY AND NAVAL AFFAIRS IN CONGRESS. 


Mr. Witson has introduced another bill to fix the mili- 
tary peace establishment, which was referred to the Mili- 
tary Committee of the Senate. It is his original measure, 
with some modifications, which we have indicated elsewhere, 
Senator Grimes provoked some discussion of the vexed 
question of the proper site for the iron-clads by reporting 
from the Senate Naval Committee a joint resolution for 
appointment of a Board to examine the site for a fresh- 
water basin for the iron-clad Navy, at Portland, Me. Mr. 
Foster moved to add “and New London, Conn.,” after 
“ Portland, Me.” Mr. Rrppix moved to include Newcastle, 
Del., among the sites to be examined. Mr. Jounson wished 
Annapolis, Md., to be examined also; but he would not 
offer an amendment to that effect. He would offer an in- 
dependent proposition at some other time. The amend- 
ment of Mr. Rippie was disagreed to. Mr. Henpricxs 
moved to so amend the resolution as to designate no par- 
ticular place, bnt leave the Board free to choose the best 
point. Mr. McDoveaut believed Tappan Bay, sixteen 
miles from New York, was the best place for the purpose 
named. He favored the motion of Mr. Henpricxs. Mr. 
FessENDEN said he knew nothing on the subject; did not 
pretend toknow. He wished an investigation; that was 
all. The Secretary of the Navy would listen to no propo- 
sition that did not favor League Island. Mr. Grimes said 
the Secretary of the Navy had no authority to appoint a 
Board to examine Portland, for the failure to do which Mr. 
FessENDEN had censured him. 4s to the charge that the 
Secretary of the Navy would listen to nothing not connect- 
ed with League Island, he asked if the Secretary had inti- 
mated anything of the kind to Mr. Frssenpzn. Mr. 
FrssEnDEN said the Secretary of the Navy had not told 
him so; but he (FessenpEN) had received a letter from a 
gentleman to whom he had said so. 

The House bill to provide the Vice-Admiral with a Sec- 
retary has passed the Senate. The Senate has also passed 
a bill for the appointment of an additional Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, the office to cease in six months from 
the passage of the act, the compensation to be the same as 
now given to the Assistant Secretary. Mr. Grizs ex- 
plained that the present Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
was about to visit Europe, to be absent six months. The 
House hesitated somewhat over the measure, and referred 
it finally to the Naval Committee. 

The House has appointed a cominittee to proceed to 
Memphis, and investigate into the recent riot there, and 
particularly to inquiry into the origin, progress and termi- 
nation of the riotous proceedings, the names of the parties 
engaged in them, the acts of atrocity perpetrated, the num- 
ber of killed and wounded, the amount and character of 
the property destroyed, and report all the facts to the 
House; and the Sergeant-at-Arms or his deputy and sten- 
ographer of the House are directed to accompany the said 
Committee. All the expenses of the investigation shall be 
paid out of the contingent fund of the House, and the said 
Committee shall have power to send for persons and papers, 
and to examine witnesses under oath. 

The House has passed a substitute to the joint resolu- 
tion introduced some days ago by Mr. Payne, of Wiscon- 
sin, relative to appointments to the Military Academy. 
The substitute provides that the age for the admission of 
cadets to the United States Military Academy shall here- 
after be between seventeen and twenty-two years, but any 
person who has honestly and faithfully served not less than 
one year as an officer or an enlisted man in the Army of 
the United States in the late war, and who possesses the 
other qualifications prescribed by law, shall be eligiMle to 
appointment up to the age of twenty-four years. The 
second section provides for their apy.intment in advance of 
the time of their admission, except where, by reason of 
death, or other cause, a vacancy occurs which cannot be 
thus provided for by such appointment. 

The House has also passed a resolution directing the 
Secretary of War to communicate a statement of the brevet 
promotions made in the Regular Army since the 12th of 
April, 1861, with full particulars as to the meritorious ser- 
vice performed, and whether such promotions have been 
confirmed by the Senate. Also a resolution instructing 
the Committee on Military Affairs to inquire and report 
what measures may be necessary for the further protection 
of the dead soldiers of the United States who have been 
buried within the limits of insurgent States. And a reso- 
lution directing the Committee on Invalid Pensions to in- 
quire into the expediency of so amending the pension laws 
as to place dependent fathers on the same footing with de- 
pendent mothers. Mr. Brnwe Lt introduced a bill for the 
relief of the representatives of Brigadier-General Grorce 
Wricut, of the United States Army, which was read twice 
and referred to the Judiciary Committee.

THE RECENT RIOTS AT MEMPHIS, TENN. 


From an official source we have received the following 
detailed account of the recent disturbances at Memphis. 
It may be relied upon as a correct statement of the circum- 
stances of the recent riot, of which only imperfect reports 
have thus far been presented to the public: 

On the afternoon of the Ist of May, 1866, the police 
endeavored to arrest some discharged colored soldiers who 
were disorderly, in South Memphis, but were resisted and 
driven away. This called forth the ,whole police force, 
which was joined by a large number of the lower classes, 
for the ostensible purpose of assisting in arresting the of- 
fenders of the law, but upon arriving at the scene of the 
disturbance a general onslaught was made upon the ne- 
groes, who compose the main portion of the inhabitants in 
that locality. The riotous proceedings continued to in- 
crease until ajlate hour in the evening, when the Mayor of 
the city addressed the following communication to Major- 
General Stoneman, commanding Department of Ten- 
nessee : 


Mayor’s Orrice, Ciry or Mempuis, May 1, 1866. 
To Major-General St » Ce ding, etc. : 

There is an uneasiness in the public mind growing out of the occur- 
rences of to-day which would be materially calmed it there was an 
assurance of mili cooperation with the civil police in suppressing 
all disturbances of the public peace. I should be happy to have it in 
my power to give this assurance at once. It would intimidate the 
lawless, and serve to allay the apprehensions of the — I there- 
fore request that you will order a force of say two hundred men, com- 
manded by discreet officers, to be held ready to cooperate with the 
ee force of the city in case of any further continued law- 

essness.

This force is in camp in the Fort where you can commu- 
nicate with the commanding officer in case you shall find that you 
need his assistance and support. I should prefer that the troops be 
called upon only in case of an extreme necessity, of which you must 
be the judge.

At the same time orders were sent to Captain ALLyN: 
commanding a detachment of the Sixteenth U. S. infantry» 
stationed in Fort Pickering, to be in readiness with his 
force as occasion might require. The disorders continuing, 
and several parties having been killed and wounded, the 
troops were ordered out and the rioters dispersed. Though 
comparative quiet was restored, the public mind remained 
at an intense state of excitement, and occasional cases of 
shooting occurred throughout the remainder of the night 
and the day of the 2d. After midnight of the 2d, 
various churches, school-houses and buildings which were 
used by the Freedmen’s Bureau and negro population, and 
located in various parts of the city, were burned. Most of 
these buildings belonged to the U. S. Government, and 
one of them contained a considerable amount of clothing 
and stores for destitute whites and blacks, all of which 
was consumed. 

On the 3d, the indiscriminate firing continued, and, as 
is the case generally in like disturbances, inoffensive and 
innocent parties were killed and wounded. The excite- 
ment increased, and the apprehensions of the people were 
so little allayed that the following communication was 
addressed to General Stoneman during the afternoon :

At the same time four companies of the Sixteenth U. S. 
infantry were ordered (by telegraph) from Nashville on spe- 
cial train. During the night of the 3d the city was strongly 
patrolled, in anticipation that attempts would be made to 
carry out many threats of murder and incendiarism that 
had been made against the Freedmen’s Bureau, Northern 
men, and the negroes. Nothing of a specially serious 
nature occurred, and on the evening of the 4th the four 
companies ordered from Nashville arrived, under command 








of Brevet Major Curistorusr, which had a most salutary 
effect toward the preservation of the public peace. Upon 
the restoration of order a Commission was’ordered to in- 
vestigate the disturbances (a copy of the order appended), 
and the [following communication addressed to the Mayor 
of the City of Memphis.

OBITUARY. 
LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER M. PATTERSON JONES, U. 8. NAVY. 


The announcement in the daily papers of the sudden 
death of Lieutenant-Commander M. Parrerson Jonzs, 
U.S. Navy, on the 11th of April, at the late residence 
of his father, in Fairfax county, Va., has caused a deep 
feeling of sorrow and regret to many who had only a mere 
acquaintance with this most excellent officer and Christian 
gentleman. His character and untimely decease seem to 
call for a more extended notice than the mere announce- 
ment of his death. 

Lieutenant-Commander Jones was the son of the late 
Commodore Tuomas apCatessy Jongs, a highly distin- 
guished and honorable officer, who had merited the i 
tude of his country for many important services in the 
war of 1812, and on other occasions. His son Parrzrson, 
the subject of this notice, bore a striking resemblance to 
his lamented father, in person, mind, and noble qualities of 
heart. He entered the Naval service in September, 1841, 
and after several years of active service at sea, passed with 
high honors, in 1847, the examination at the Academy at 
Annapolis, then recently established. 

When our late, unhappy, civil war broke out he held the 
commission of a lieutenaut. Being a native of the State 
of Virginia, with near relatives and friends arrayed on the 
side of the rebellious population, he found himself, as it 
were, alone; but he Nid not hesitate a moment as to 
where his allegiance belonged. He remained true to the 
flag, and tendered his services for the maintenance of its 
integrity. He served with honor the whole war ; his last 
duty at sea being in command of the United States steamer 
Pocahontas, attached to the West Gulf po ayer te 
and when he died he was connected with the Navy-Y 
at the city of Washington. 

During his Naval career he had performed nearly nine- 
teen years of actual service afloat, beside several years in 
which he was engaged in important duties appertaining to 
his profession on shore. 

Peace to his ashes. His sorrowing mother and relatives 
have met with an irreparable loss. May God “ who giveth 
“ salvation to kings, and to whom belongs the shields of the 
“earth,” and who is too wise to err, and too good to be unkind, 
comfort them in their great affliction with the hopes of the 
Gospel, for their eyes shall see him again in peace, their 
ears shall hear his ry ioaps hands shall 
no longer, chilled by death, and their hearts 
love for him for whom they feel, and weep, and mourn. 

His country, in him, haslost a brave defender, the ser- 
vice a gallant and accomplished officer, and ciat 
a bright and striking example of a modest Christian gen- 
tleman and friend.

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THE FREEDMEN’S BUREAU. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF GENERALS STEEDMAN AND FULLERTON. 


Tux following report concerning the operations of the 
’s Bureau in Virginia and North Carolina has 
been forwarded to the War Department by Generals Fut- 
‘LERTON and SterpMAN, who are on a tour of inspection 
through the Southern States by order of the Government : 
Wuincrton, N. C., May 8, 1866. 
Hon, E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

We have the honor to report that, in obedience to in- 
structions of April 7th last, directing us to “ inspect and re- 
* port upon the Freedmen’s Bureau in the Military De- 
“partments of Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
“Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida, Louisiana, Ar- 
“ kansas and Texas,” that we have performed the duty in 
the Departments of Virginia and North Carolina, and sub- 
mit the foliowing report of our observations. We deem 
it proper to communicate the result of our inspection in 
these States before proceeding any further in the perform- 
ance of the duty assigned to us. 

It has been our endeavor to ascertain, by a thorough 
and impartial investigation, the manner in which the 
Bureau has been administered and conducted in these de 
dartments, and to observe the effect produced by it upon 
the relations between the white and black races. In pur- 
suing our investigations, we have endeavored to arrive at 
the truth, and we feel that we have succeeded in so doing, 
by thoroughly examining and conversing with representa- 
tives ot all classes of people, white and black, as well as 
officers on duty in the military service and im the Freed- 
men’s Bureau in said States. We have visited all of the 
towns and cities of any importance, and the headquarters 
of each district of the Bureau in Virginia and North Car- 
olina, and also taken advantage of every opportunity to 
converse with and obtain the opinions with reference to 
the Bureau, of citizens whom we have met on the streets, 
at the hotels, and while travelling in the cars. 

VIRGINIA, 


There are on duty in Virginia the following number of 
officers in the military service, and of other persons em- 
ployed by or attached to the Bureau : 

One colonel, two lieutenant-colonels, three majors, one 
captain and commissary of subsistence, nine captains and 
assistant quartermasters, nineteen captains of the line, 
twenty-three first lieutenants, twenty second lieutenants. 

Two hundred and thirty-three civilian employés, classi- 
fied as follows: Fifty-eight clerks and superintendents of 
farms, paid average monthly wages, $78 50; twelve Assist- 
ant superintendents, paid average monthly wages, $87; 
one hundred and sixty-three laborers, paid average month. 
ly wages, $11 75. 

In addition to the foregoing, enlisted men in the military 
service are employed as orderlies, guards, etc., but we were 
unable to procure the number so employed. 

Nine thousand freedmen received rations from the Bu- 
reau in the month of December last; 10,260 in the month 
of January, and 9,938 in February. 

The provision returns on which the rations were issued, 
show: a ge 1,020; women, 2,789; children, 
5,191. Total, 9,000. January—Men, 1,215; women, 3,- 
084; children, 5,961. Total, 10,260. lebruary—Men, 
1,324; women, 3,147; children, 5,467. Total, 9,938. 

A majority of the freedmen to whom this subsistence 
has been furnished, are undoubtedly able to earn a living 
if they were removed to localities where labor could be procured. 
The necessity for issuing rations to this class of persons 
results from their accumulation in large numbers in cer- 
tain places, where the land is unproductive and the demand 
for labor is limited. As long as these people remain in 
their present localities, the civil authorities refuse to pro- 
vide for the able-bodied, and are unable to care for the 





helpless and destitute among them, owing to their great 
number, and the fact that very few are residents of the 
countries in which they have con ted during the war. 
The necessity for the relief onl to these people, both 
able-bodied and helpless, by the Government, will continue | 
so long as they remain in their present condition, and while |

In those districts of Virginia where the affairs of the 
Bureau have been faithfully and impartially administered 
by men of sound judgment and discretion, there has been 
no conflict between the agents of the Bureau and the cit- 
izens. In all of such districts the agents are acting in 
harmony with the civil officers of the State, and are assist- 
ed and supported by the citizens in the performance of 
their duties. But in many places, where the agents are 
not men of capacity and integrity, a very unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs exists. This originates in the arbitrary, 
unnecessary and offensive interference of the agents of the 
Bureau with the relations between planters and their hired 
freedmen, causing vexatious delays in the prosecution of 
labor, and imposing expenses and costs in suits before 
themselves, about trivial matters that could readily be ad- 
justed by the friendly advice of a sensibleman. The effect 
produced by the action of this class of agents is bitterness 
and antagonism between the whites and the freodmen, a 
growing prejudice against the Government by the planters, 


and expectations on the part of the freedmen that can | 


of their judicial functions, peging qpeitons involving title 
to real estate, contracts, crimes even actions effecting 
the marital relations. We witnessed the trial of a divorce 
caso before the sub-agent at Charlotteville. The trial oc- 
cupied about ten minutes, and resulted in a decree of di- 
vorce. 

The Assistant Commissioner of the Bureau having 
turned over to the civil courts all criminal cases in which 
freedmen are interested, and having made preparations 
also to turn over civil cases, this leaves no other duty for 
the agents of the Bureau to perform except to supervise 
and to care for the infirm, and helpless. We, there- 
fore, respectfully recommend that the services of the offi- 
cers of the Bureau in Virginia be dispensed with, and that 
their duties be performed by the officers commanding troops 
in the department. Such a change would relieve the Gov- 
ernment of the large, and, in our opinion, wholly unneces- 
sary expense of supporting a superfiuous number of officers 
and employés, while the duties can be as efficiently and 
satisfactorily performed in the manner in which we have 
suggested. Aslong as the Government of the United 
States exercises any control whatever over the Southern 
States, not exercised over other States of the Union, so 
long the pressure of military force will be indispensable. 
The presence of both the Bureau and military force is un- 
necessary. ‘The officers commanding the troops can dis- 
charge the duties now performed by both, but the officers 
of the Bureau, without the presence of the troops, would 
be powerless to execute even their own orders. 

At the close of the war, in the chaotic condition in 
which society was left in the entire absence of all civil 
authority, the judicious and sensible officers of the Bureau 
supported by the merge exercised a good influence, and 
did much to preserve order and assist in the organization 
of free labor. ‘The restoration of civil law and the recog- 
nition of the civil rights of the freedmen, as evidenced by 
the changes made by the Legislature in the laws of Vir- 
ginia, giving them the right to hold property, to sue and 
be sued, to testify in the courts in all cases in which they 
may be interested (a gratifying proof of the growing feel- 
ing of kindness toward them on the part of the whites), 
render the freedmen, in our opinion, perfectly secure if 
left to the care of the laws and the protection of the 
troops. 

There appears to be a contrariety of opinion as to 
whether the effect of the operation of the Bureau on the 
freedmen has been to promote habits of industry or idle- 
ness among them. In our opinion the effect produced has 
depended wholly on the character of the officers. Pru- 
dent and industrious freedmen rarely call upon the Bu- 
reau for advice and assistance. It is the idle and worth. 
less who look to it for support. Among these, however, 
we do not mean to include the infirm and helpless. ‘The 
masses of the freedmen have an idea that the Bureau pos- 
sesses some mysterious power to serve them, and if they 
fail to secure such livelihood as they desire, they fall back 
upon it with a certainty of support. ‘These ideas, it will 
readily be seen, lessen their efforts to procure employment 
and to support themselves and families. They also regard 
the existence of the Bureau as evidence that the Govern- 
ment looks upon the white people of the South as their en 
emies, which is calculated to excite suspicion on their 

art. 

‘ The Assistant Commissioner of the Bureau for Virginia, 
Brevet Brigadier-General O. Browy, is laboring faithfully 
and zealously to harmonize and protect the interests of 
both races. We discovered no hostility among the white 
people of Virginia to the education of the freadmen. In 
several localities, more especially at Lynchburgh and 
Charlottesville, where we thoroughly examined into the 
subject, the people were taking much interest in the estab- 
lishment of schools for their education, giving as a reason 
for their efforts in this direction that educated labor was 
preferable to uneducated labor, which sentiment we be- 
lieve prevails throughout the State. 

We made no investigation into the conduct of the officers

‘* was permitted by the kindness of his master to make his 
“home on the plantation wherever he chose. He set up a 
“claim to ten acres thereof, around his cabin in which he 
“had lived for ten years. The agent decided that the col- 
“ ored man had acquired title to the ten acres by adverse 
« ion, and forbade the owner of the plantation from 
- ing the question again before his court, or any other 
“ court, on pain of imprisonment.” 

These agents exercise the widest latitude in the exercise

Wurrttesey, and obtained from him the following infor- 
mation as to the number of military officers and civilians 
employed, and the number of freedmen to whom rations 
have been issued since the Ist of December last in said 
State: 

Commissioned officers in the military service: One col- 
onel, one lieutenant-colonel, two majors, seventeen cap- 
tains, six first lieutenants, eight second lieutenants and 
one chaplain.

The same reasons that exist for issuing rations to the 
freedmen in Virginia and the necessity for the continu- 
ance of this relief apply to the freedmen of North Caro- 
lina. 

We found the feeling toward the Bureau much the same 
as that already stated as prevailing in Virginia, except that 
there appears to be a more universal desire in this depart- 
ment on the part of all classes to have it removed. This 
feeling is no doubt attributable to the misconduct of many 
of the officers of the Bureau, such as working plantations, 
running saw-mills, manufacturing turpentine and tar, etc., 
operations which bring them armed with the authority of 
official positions into competition with the citizens who are 
employing freedmen. e have investi some of the 
charges made against agents of the Bureau, and, in pursu-

ing our inquiries to this point, commenced with the Assist” 
ant Commissioner of the State, Colonel E. Wurrrregpy 
to whom we addressed the interrogatory: “Do you know 
‘“‘of any person in the military service, now on duty with 
“the Freedmen’s Bureau in this department, who is, or 
“has been, since entering upon the duties of his office, +. 
“‘ gaged or interested, directly or indirectly, in the culti. 
“vation of any lands within the Department?’ He an. 
swered “No!” Subsequently he addressed us a note, here. 
to appended, marked “A,” in which he stated that in order 
to assist the planters in hiring freedmen and trying fairly 
the experiment of free labor, he and some other officers of 
the Bureau had loaned money, and thus indirectly had an 
interest in cultivating farms. On receiving this note we 
addressed Colonel Wurtrriesry further interrogatories, g 
copy of which is hereto annexed, marked “ B,” to which 
he replied in a communication, also hereto appended, 
marked “ C,’’ disclosing the fact that he is interested with 
the Rev. Horace James, of Massachusetts, formerly Cap- 
tain and Assistant Quartermaster, Freedmen’s Bureau, 
and with Mr. Wixtunorp Tappan, of Maine, in the cultj. 
vation of a large farm in Pitt County, N.C. He algo 
stated therein that Captain F. A. Sretzy, Superintendent 
for the Bureau of the Eastern District of N. C., is inter. 
ested in the cultivation of a plantation in Wayne County, 
N. C., and that Captain Isaac Rosexranz, Commissary of 
Subsistence, is interested with a Mr. Brooxs in the cult. 
vation of a plantation in Pitt County, N.C. 


From Raleigh we proceeded to Salisbury, where we 
found Major Cuinton A. Cittey, Superintendent for the 
Bureau of the Western District, embracing fifty-one coun. 
ties of the State. ‘This efficient and competent officer has 
administered the affairs of the Bureau within his district 
with much ability and impartiality. We conferred with 
the leading white citizens, embracing both those who had 
formerly been Rebels and those who had been Union men, 
and also with a delegation of intelligent colored people, 
representing the freedmen, all of whom agreed in the state. 
ment that the freedmen were at work, were perfectly sat- 
isfied, and that good feeling and harmony prevailed be- 
tween the whites and blacks throughout the district. Ma- 
jor Cruuzy is not interested in the cultivation of any plan- 
tation, or in any other business not connected with his offi- 
cial duties, and he has prohibited any officer serving under 
him within his district from engaging in any enterprise 
which would enable them to appropriate or control the 
labor of freedmen under their jurisdiction to advance their 
private interests. We attribute much of the order and 
contentment of the freedmen of the ‘ Western District” 
to Major Cruuey’s judicious and honest administration. 

After completing our inspection of the operations of the 
Bureau in Major Cittey’s district, we returned to Raleigh, 
where we remained one day, for the purpose of further in- 
terview with Colonel Wuirr.essy, but, he being absent, 
we were obliged to address him certain interrogatories, to 
which he afterward replied, as before stated. 

On the 27th of April we left Raleigh for Newbern, the 
headquarters of Captain Seetey, Superintendent of the 
Eastern District of North Carolina. We at once pro- 
ceeded to investigate the affairs of the Bureau and the con- 
duct of its officers in this district. Captain SzELry was 
interrogated as to whether he was interested in any man- 
ner, directly or indirectly, in the cultivation of lands, or in 
any other private business requiring the labor of freedmen. 
He answered that he was not, except indirectly in manu- 
facturing lumber, having purchased, or being about to 
purchase, with two of his clerks, a saw-mill about forty 
miles down the river. Dr. Rusu, Medical Purveyor, United 
States Volunteers, stationed at Newbern, and a Mr. 
Porter, a citizen, were subsequently examined, both of 
whom stated that Captain Seriey, Superintendent of the 

en’s Bureau for the district, entered into partner- 
ship with them about December last, in a contract to 
cultivate the farm of Major Grorkce Cottier, a citizen of 
North Carolina, near Goldsborough. They commenced 
operations by planting seven hundred acres of cotton, and 
some cane, this work necessarily requiring the labor of a 
large number of freedmen. Dr. Rusu stated that some 
two weeks since he had conditionally purchased the interest 
of Captain Seetey in the plantation, but had not yet con- 
summated the contract. Mr. Potrer stated that about a 
fortnight ago Dr. Rusu, he himself, and others, had con- 
ditionally purchased a part of the interest of Captain 
Sgevey, and that Captain Seetey still owned an interest 
in thg plantation. Without being able to determine how 
far Captain Srexiry is interested in this plantation, it is 
perfectly evident that he prevaricated in his answer to our 
interrogatories. 

Captain Rosexranz, sub-agent of the Bureau at New- 
bern under Captain Szeerey, and Commissary of Subsist- 
ence, as will be seen by the paper hereto attached, marked 
“D,” is also engaged in cultivating a large plantation 
near Washington, N. C., with the labor of freedmen, 
whom he supplies with rations as part of their wages. 

In one of our interviews with the freedmen at Newbern, 
some of them, who were employed in the Commissary De- 
partment of the Bureau, stated that rations in bulk had 
been frequently taken from the supply warehouse at un- 
usual hours, before the doors were open for the transaction 
of business, and hauled off in carts and wagons, and that 
on one occasion they had followod a cart containing four 
barrels of pork, to see if it went to the freedmen's ration- 
house. They ascertainéd that itdid not. We investigated 
this particular case. Captain Rosexkranz stated that he 
knew nothing about it. His brother, a citizen, whom he 
had employed to act as Commissary Sergeant, stated that 
the four barrels of pork aliuded to were ordered by 
himself to be taken from the storehouse to the building 
from which the rations are issued to the freedmen, but that 
the driger of the cart had made a mistake and took the pork to 
the wrong place, a provision store kept by Mr. P. Merwis, 
and that immediately upon discovering the mistake, he had 
it rectified and the pork returned to the storehouse. After- 
ward we called upon Mr. Merwin, who stated that at 
about the time Captain Rosrxrawnz said the pork had been 
sent by mistake to his store, he Jorrowed four barreis of 
pork from Captain Rosexkranz, which he had not yet returned. 
He also stated that Captain Rosexranz, on that day, and 
after his examination before us, called at his store and re- 





quested him to return the four barrels of pork immediately. 
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Mr. Munwin further stated that he had exchanged two 
barrels of brown sugar for two barrels of white sugar, and 
paid Captain Rosexranz five cents per pound for making 
the exchange. _ 

posite Newbern, on the south bank of the Trent 
river, there is a settlement composed exclusively of freed- 
men, and containing a population of about four thousand, 
whose condition is truly deplorable. These unfortunate 
people came within our lines and were located there during 
the war. They are living in small huts, built by them- 
selves, of lumber manufactured by hand. These huts 
generally contain but a single room, each of which is 
occupied, in most cases, by large families. The appearance 
of this settlement, recently scourged with small-pox, is 
well calculated to excite the deepest sympathy for the 
helpless condition of its inhabitants. The decrepid and 
helpless among them are supported by the Government of 
the United States, and the remainder procure an uncertain 
and scanty living from little jobs about Newbern, from 
fishing With small boats, etc. Rev. Mr. Frrz, formerly an 
army chaplain, presides over this colony, as “ Assistant 
“ Superintendent of the Bureau for the Trent River Settle- 
“ment.” This agent has exercised the most arbitrary and 
despotic power, and practiced unheard of cruelties on the 
helpless freedmen under his charge. The outrageous con- 
duct of this man was brought to our attention by a delega- 
tion of freedmen from the settlement, who called upon us 
and made statements in reference to his oppressions and 
outrages, which we could scarcely credit. After hearing 
these statements, we visited the settlement, conversed with 
the freedmen, investigated the charges against this man, 
and ascertained that he had been guilty of greater wrongs 
and oppressions than had been complained of. In addition 
to the testimony of the freedmen, we took the statements 
of four intelligent ladiesfrom the North, who were teach- 
ing school in this settlem ent. 

Among many acts of cruelty committed by Superintend- 
ent Firz, we found that he had, in two instances, suspended 
freedmen with cords around their wrists, with their feet 
not touching the floor, and kept them in this position—in 
one case four and in the other case six hours. Also that he 
sentenced:a freedman to an imprisonment of three months 
for a trivial offence—that of wrangling with his wife. He 
kept another man, who was arrested for debt, shut up in 
the block-house or prison for months, while his wife and 
children, reduced to abject destitution, died with the small- 
pox, and took him from the prison under guard, and com- 
pelled him to bury his lost child in the cradle in which it 
died. On another occasion, when one of his guards re- 
ported to him that a colored woman had spoken disrespect- 
tully of him, without ever inquiring what the woman had 
said, he ordered her to be imprisoned till 9 o'clock next 
morning, when she should be brought before him to an- 
swer for the indignity. In one instance he imprisoned six 
children for ten days for playing in the streets on the Sab- 
bath day. He imposed a fine of $60 upon an aged freed- 
man for having told another freedman that he was about 
to be arrested by Mr. Firz. This poor old man, not having 
the money to pay the fine, was imprisoned until next day, 
when his son paid the same, with $3 additional jail fees. 

The land upon which the huts in this settlement are 
built is owned by certain heirs in North Carolina, and is 
held by the Bureau as abandoned property. A tax, which 
Superintendent Firz says goes to the support of the Bureau, 
is imposed upon the owner ofeach hut for ground rent. 
If the occupants fail to pay the tax promptly, they are 
either turned out into thestreets or imprisoned, and in some 
instances huts have been torn down by order of the Super- 
intendent for non-payment of tax. All business transacted 
by these people is taxed for the same purpose. Five dol- 
lars per month is levied on every little shop, $2 on each 
fishing-boat, $5 on each horse and cart, etc. ‘The failure to 
pay these taxes when due at once subjects the property to 
confiscation. We were unable to ascertain what amount 
of money had been collected by Superintendent I'11z, or 
what disposition had been made of it. ‘Che imperfect man- 
ner in which his books were kept would have needed a 
lengthy and detailed examination necessary to arrive at 
even an approximate idea of the amount of money collected. 
In answer to a question as to what justification there was 
for the oppressive burdens he had imposed upon these peo- 
ple, Superintendent Fitz replied that Captain Szruey told 
him “I must have a thousand dollarsa month from that 
“settlement.” He also furnished us with a sworn state- 
ment, herewith furnished, marked “I” in which he at- 
tempts to defend his conduct, by stating that he acted in 
obedience to the orders of his superior officers in the 
Bureau. 

In an interview we had with Captain Serury, that offi- 
cer evinced a desire to shield Superintendent Frrz, by stat- 
ing that agreat deal of what was said against him was 
false, notwithstanding that he had sworn testimony before 
him that the charges against Fitz were true. 

While at Newburn investigating the conduct of the offi- 
cersofthe Bureau, and the reported oppressions of the 
freedmen by this class of persons, our attention was called 
to the alleged killing of a freedman by a white employé of 
Colonel Wuitttestey, Assistant Commissioner of the 
Bureau for North Carolina, and Rev Horace James, for- 
merly Assistant Quartermaster, on their plantation in Pitt 
County. Mr. James, while in the United States Service, 
was Superintendent of the Bureau for the ‘district now 
under charge of Captain Szrney, and is now agent of the 
Bureau, without pay, for the county in which he is plant- 
ing. The circumstances under which the freedman was 





killed, as stated by Mr. James himself, are as follows: The | 


freedman was accused of stealing provisions from the store 
of Colonel Wuittirsey & JAMES, was arrested, tried and 
convicted by Mr. James, as Agent of the Bureau, and was 
sentenced to dig ditches on their plantation. While Work- 
ing out his sentence he ran away, and was pursued by 
James's clerk, Boxpen, who arrived at the bank of a river 
while the freedman was attempting to cross ina canoe. 
Borpen ordered him to return, telling himif he did not he 
would shoot, and the freedman, disregarding this order, 
Boypen fired. Borpszy states himself that he thinks he 
hit him, and as nothing has ever been heard of him since, 
itis generally believed in the neighborhood that he was 
killed, and fell from the canoe into the river. These facts 
are stated in a letter forwarded to Colonel WuittLesey, 





who returned it to Captain Szezey, with the following en- 
dorsement : 
“ Rateren, Wednesday, March 28, 1866. 
.“‘ Respectfully returned. As the affair seems to have occured at 
night, and asthe body of the negro has not yet been discovered, it 
does not appear certain that the shot took effect. No further action 
in the case seems called for.’ ' ‘ Pah 
“* By order of Colonel Wurrrizskry, Assistant-Commissioner. 
‘‘ Beecusr, Assistant Adjutant-General. 

A number of freedmen at Newbern expressed dissatis- 
faction at the manner in which this case had been passed 
over without investigation. But as the plantation is quite 
remote from any public line of communication, we were 
unable, owing to want of time, to inquire into the matter. 

On the 2d inst. we left Newbern for Goldsborough, and 
on the way stopped at Kingston long enough to learn that 
Captain Wueeter, agent of the Bureau at that place, is 
engaged in working a large plantation on his own ac- 


count, and employs thereon a large number of freedmen. | 


At Goldsborough, the superintendent, G. O. Guavis, 
Chaplain U. S. A., is cultivating one farm on the Govern- 
ment account, and is interested on two on his own account. 
This officer stated in his examination before us that he was 
not interested in the c:ltivation of plantations except indi- 
rectly, by loaning money to a Mr. Brooks, a friend of his 
from the North, who was engaged in planting, but we as- 
certaincd from Mr. Carr and Mr. Lang, citizens of the 
vicinity of Goldsborough, that he is interested and joined 
with them in contracts for the cultivation of their planta- 
tions. His friend, Mr. Brooxs, entered into a contract 
with Mr. Lane to furnish rations and pay for forty labor- 
ers,and to provide eight good mules. Mr. Lane agreed 
to furnish the land and superintend thecultivation thereof, 
the crops to be equally divided, one half to Mr. Lane and 
the other half to Messrs. Brooxs & Gravis. Mr. Lane 
states that the enterprise failed after the freedmen had 
worked over two months. ‘They left then because Brooks 
& Gravis failed to pay them according to contract. The 
freedmen received for their labor a little clothing, such as 
coats, pants, shoes, etc., furnished by Chaplain Guavis, 
and but little or no money. A similar contract was made 
by Guavis & Brooxs with Mr. Carr, who stated to us 
that Guavis is paying the hands in “ a little of everything, 
* but chiefly in clothing.” 

We ascertained by the testimony of Messrs. Boruam & 

BALLORD, auctioneers at Goldsborough, that they had sold 
at auction for Chaplain GuAvis, forty blankets marked 
“U. 8.” and a quantity of clothing that had been sent to 
Goldsborough for'the gratuitous distribution to the needy 
by a Freedmen’s Aid Society at or in the vicinity of 
Rochester, N. Y. We learned also that he had disposed of 
a large amount of such clothing at private sale. The 
Chaplain stated himself that he had received from such 
sales $260, though subsequently he asserted that the total 
cash receipts of his office, from all sources, amounted to 
$126 50. He kept no books, or even memoranda, of 
moneys received and expended. 

On the 4th inst. we arrived at Wilmington, the head- 
quarters of the Bureau for the Southern District of North 
Carolina. Colonel Rutuerrorp is the Superintendent.’ 
He has been here but a short time and is not yet fully ac- 
quainted with the operations of the Bureau in his District. 
He was so unwell as to be obliged to retire while we were 
engaged in examining his office, and we have not since con- 
ferred with him. 

Major J. C. Mann, Assistant Quartermaster and Finan- 
cial Agent of the Southern District, is engaged in the cul- 
tivation of a rice plantation a short distance from Wil- 
mington, on which are employed fifty-five freedmen. ‘The 
Major stated that while he would not object to making 
money, he engaged in this business to convince the South- 
ern people that the negro would work. 

Major Cus. I. WickERsHAM, sub-agent of the Bureau, 
whose headquarters are in Wilmington, is also interested 
in the cultivation of a rice plantation within his sub-dis- 
trict, and he is to receive one-fourth of the crops from the 
same, for compelling the freedmen employed on said plan- 
tation to work faithfully. He explained the manner in 
which he compelled freedmen to comply with contracts, by 
stating that he put them at work with ball and chain on 
the streets of Wilmington. 

Without attempting to discuss the propriety of officers 
of the Bureau in the Military service of the United States, 
who are paid by the Government for the performance of 
their duties, engaging in private business and employing 
freedmen for such purposes while controlling, through their 
official position, that class of labor, we deem it our duty to 
state some of the effects produced both upon the officers 
themselves and planters with whom they come in contact 
by such competition. 

Major WicKERSHAM, in contracting to furnish forty 
laborers to work a rice plantation, becomes at once inter- 
ested against the laborer whom he compels to labor, per- 
haps unjustly, when unfairly dealt with by the person 
working him on the plantation, and on his refusing to work 
he inflicts upon them unlawful, and for a breach of con- 
tract, unheard of punishments, putting them in chain-gangs, 
as if they were convicted criminals. Colonel WuiTtLzsgy, 
or any other officer of lesser rank and influence in the 
Bureau, who is engaged in working piantations, rented 
for cash or on shares, becomes interested in securing a low 
rate of wages, and in making the most stringent labor 
regulations to the great detriment of the freedmen. 


They thereby give the sanction of the Government to | 


the establishment of wages far below what the labor is 
really worth. Officers of the Quartermasters’ and Subsist- 
ence Departments who are thus engaged are subjected to 
the temptation of appropriating to their own use Quarter- 
masters’ stores and rations to supply and pay their labor- 
ers. Complaints have been made to us by the planters 
that these agents of the Bureau use the power of their 
positions to obtain and control the best labor in the State. 
There is no doubt that some of the ill-feeling manifested 
toward the Bureau on the part of the planters is attributa- 
ble to this fact. 

The arbitrary power exercised by the officers and agents 
of the Bureau in making arrests, imposing fines and in- 
flicting punishments, disre ing the local laws, and 
especially the Statute of Limitations, creates prejudice 
against the Government. Tf the officefs ‘were all honest 
and intelligent, with even limited legal information, it

might be eafe to trust them with this extraordinary power ; 
but in many instances the officers do not possess the slight- 
est knowledge of law. At Goldsborough, the t, 
Chaplain Gravis, impcsed a fine of $25 on one fr 
for stabbing another so severely as to endanger his life, and 
when interrogated by us, stated that he did not know 
enough about law to distinguish a civil from a criminal 
case. 
_ We are satisfied that the recommendation which we made 
in reference to the withdrawal 6f the officers of the Bureau 
in Virginia, and the transferrence to the officers command- 
ing the troops of such duty as it may still be necessary to 
perform in connection with the freedmen, is equally appli- 
cable to North Carolina. ; :

At a meeting of the officers of the Army in Santa Fé 
and Fort Marcy, N. M., held at District Headquarters at 
11 o'clock A. m., on the 3d day of April, 1866, for the pur- 
pose of giving expression to their feelings at the death of 
their late brother officer, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Joun 
A. Wurratt, U.S. A., the following preamble“and reso- 
lutions were adopted : ’ 


Whereas, Ti has pleased the Great Creator of the Uni- 
verse to take from our midst our friend and brother officer, 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Joun A. Wurrat., Paymaster, 
U.S. A., whose recordin the Army from his entry into 
service as Second Lieutenant Fifth infantry on the Ist of 
August, 1838, up to the date of his death—a period of 
nearly twenty-eight years—bears testimony to faithful, 
honest and patriotic service to his Government and to his 
flag; and, 

Whereas, During that time of service he took part in 
the marches, sieges and battles of the Mexican War—in 
the deadly swamps of Florida, where many a manly heart 
lies low—in the severe and trying march to Utah—in ser- 
vice in Texas and in the Territory of New Mexico—and 
since his appointment as Paymaster has honestly dis- 
bursed, during the late civil war, millions of dollars for 
the Government, without a stain, or a reproach upon his 
character : 

Therefore be it resolved, That in the death of Colonel 
Wyatt we have to deplore the loss of a gentleman and 
companion, whose geniality of disposition and warm heart 
had won for him our highest regard, and has embalmed 
his memory in our breasts. 

Resolved, That the service has lost an officer and a soldier 
ever true to the high interests of the Government—honest, 
straightforward, and inflexible in the discharge of his 
duty, and unswerving in his allegiance to his flag ; 

Resolved, 'Vhat as a token of our respect for the memory 
of the deceased, we will wear the usual badge of mourning 
on the left arm for the period of thirty days. 

Resolved, ‘That our sincere and heartfelt sympathies are 
offered to the relatives and friends of the deceased in this, 
their sad bereavement. 

Resolved, That these proceedings be sent to the Army 
AnD Navy Journat, and to the Washington, Detroit, and 
Michigan papers, and to the papers of New Mexico, with 
a request to publish the same; and that a copy, duly au- 
thenticated, be sent by the President of this meeting with 
a letter of condolence to the nearest surviving relative of 
the deceased. 

Ttesolved, 'That each member sign his name officially to 
the proceedings of this meeting.

Laidley from the 
superintendence of the armory here is occasion for much 
surprise and regret among our citizens. He has acquitted 
himself most intelligently and creditably in this difficult 
position, and won the cordial regards of all with whom he 
has come in personal association. He goes to the New 
York arsenal, and Colonel Benton, now in charge of the 
Washington arsenal, and well-known among our citizens 
and at the armory, comes to this post.

THE MEDICAL STAFF. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sm :—There is one point in both the Senate and House 
Army Bills which has not Been noticed, and to which I 
desire to call attention. It isthe ambiguity in the clause 
requiring a competitive examination for the position of 
rp created by both bills. The bills declare that two- 
thirds of the vacancies shall be filled by Volunteer and one- 
third by Regular medical officers. 

Now suppose on examination that all the Volunteer offi- 
cers examined surpass the Regular medical officers, does 
the bill intend to reject the third of those Volunteer officers 
who have last and substitute for them an equal 
number of ars who have passed however below the 
Volunteers. Or the case may be reversed, and all the Reg- 
ulars supposed to have passed a better examination than 
any of the Volunteers. If the examination be strictly 
competitive ought not the best men to take precedence 
without regard to outside political considerations. Can 
such an examination be called competitive at all where a 
distinction of two to one is made at the outset in favor of a 

Again do our legislators fully understand what this work 
“ competitive” will cost. 

There are we will suppose thirty Assistant-Surgeons of 
the Army in California, Oregon, Texas, New Mex- 
ico, Colorado, etc. 

These men will demand under the law the privilege of 
being examined. ‘They have everything to gain and noth- 
ing to loose. Beside these there are about ninety scat- 
tered along the seaboard ; these men will also wish to com- 


Now the Government will be obliged to pay the expenses 
of these hundred and twenty Assistant-Surgeons or else be 
guilty of gross injustice, for it will cost those in California, 
etc., on an average three hundred dollars for travelling ex- 

and about four hundred dollars to furnish substitutes 
themselves during the three months in which they will 
necessarily be absent from their stations, or in all seven hun- 
dred dollars; while it will not cost those who are on the 
seaboard, and who will have but a short distance to travel, 
more than one hundred dollars. It would be grossly un- 
fair that those who are away on the service of the Govern- 
ment should be compelled, in order to compete, to pay soven 
times as much as those who are near at hand. Indeéd, 
considering the miserable pay now given tothe medical 
staff, owing to which the best men are leaving it—it is doubt- 
ful whether any one could afford to risk seven hundred dol- 
ars on theevent of a competitive examination, and so the 
objects of the examination would be defeated. Of course, 
then, the Government must pay travelling expenses and fur- 
nish medical attendance to the distant posts during the 
absense of the proper medical officer. This will cost as 
follows :

But if this mileage is allowed to Assistant-Surgeons of 
the Army can it with justice be refused to those 
worthy men who, forsaking their large practices in civil 
life and giving up all their prospects, went to the assistance 
of their wounded compatriots, bringing with them the skill 
and experience of years, and setting an example to the 
Regular officers of the Army of zeal combined with knowl- 

the Government refuse the same rights to these 
men that it accords the Regular officers? It will cost, 
however, perhaps ten thousand dollarsmore. This makes 
the snug sum of thirty-six thousand seven hundred dollars, 
as the cost of that word “ competitive.” 

A competitive examination in the manner proposed is 
perfectly impracticable, and we hope the idea will be given 
up. Say rather that these offices be given through polit- 
ical influence; let every man who wants one of them teaze 
his political friends, and let his political friends teaze the 
Executive, and if the teazing is only hard enough he will 
be sure to get it. What are the country servants paid for, 
if not to be teazed, and then this method will have the ad- 
vantage to recommend it over a so-called competitive ex- 
amination of common honesty. We are opposed to this 
whole examination scheme. If fairly conducted nothing 
could be better, but with the intricate system of politics 
and intrigue now governing everything at Washington 
we do not believe a fair Board could be assembled, or if so 
assembled that it would or could do impartial justice. The 
very idea of a competitive examination under the circum- 
stances of the case is founded on injustice. Already quite 
a number of the Assistant-Surgeons have passed a second 
examination for the position of Surgeon. Now in going 

for a second examination the bargain made was this: 

candidates undergoing a second examination agree, 

that if they fail to pass the examination they shall be 
dropped from the service. 

Accordingly, some have been dropped, or what amounts 
to the same thing, compelled to resign. The Government 
agrees that in consideration of this risk which every candi- 
date runs that every candidate in his turn and proper place, 
shall receive promotion to the grade of Surgeon as soon as the 
Government needs additional service in that capacity.

hy not extend the idea of competition to these officers. If it 
is abstractly right and unquestionably politic for the Gov- 
ernment that certain young men should have the chance 
to leap over the heads of their seniors, surely there should 
be no restraint placed on these saltatory amusements. In 
other words, if is right that the man who passes the best ex- 
amination should receive the best place among the Sur- 
geons, why does not the principle apply in the case of the 
higher offices. Does not the Government need the best 
man for Surgeon-General, just as mach as it needs the best 
man for First Surgeon. But there is really another kind of 
merit (we beg Young America not to stare), beside that 
which a competitive examination will show, and this merit 
of late has been completely ignored. We mean the merit 
of long and well-tried fidelity. No service which fails to 
recognize this can ever be well administered. It is the 
duty of the Government to regard favorably and treat in- 
dulgently its old servants, and even to treat them with par- 
tiality. It is one of the rewards which fidelity ever claims 
as aright. But it is policy as well as duty. The longer a 
man remains in the service retaining his vigor the more 
useful he will become. True, there may be brilliant lights 
among new comers anxious to illumine a higher sphere, 
but in the first place these meteors are exceptional, and in 
the next place useless in the Medical Department. 

A man of good abilities, well educated, is all that can be 
used to advantage. Wedon’t require a calcium light to 
read the Herald, nor does the service need genius to spread 
salve at a frontier post. So much for the policy of allow- 
ing brillancy to push fidelity to the wall. ; 

Again, we declare, and we wish the sentiment had im- 
pressed itself more strongly on the minds of those who 
have formed both House and Senate Bills, not only as re- 
gards the Medical Department, but the Army, that no ser- 
vice which fails to recognize and reward fidelity—not pa-

THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


WE give a few more extracts from Mr. Swixton’s his- 
tory, chiefly with a view to show the character of the 
author’s judgments and criticisms of military men : 


GENERAL SCOTT AS COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 


The veteran soldier who, burdened with years and the 
infirmities of nature, remained at the head of the United 
States Army, and to whom, by consequence, it fell to direct 
the military councils at Washington, was ill-fitted to grap- 
ple with the tremendous problem forced upon him. Gen- 
eral Scotr knew well war and war’s needs. He knew that 
the imposing array of patriotic citizens who, dressed and 
armed to represent soldiers, lay around Washington, was 
but thesimulacrum of an army ; that to this mass were 
wholly wanting the organization, discipline, experience, 
whatever, in fact, goes to the fashioning of that most com- 
plex of living organisms. But it was little that he should 
know this, when those in power, who knew it not, nor 
would not know it, were determined to act as if it were 
not. Indeed he had himself to assume that it was not, 
and proceed in the work of forming a plan of campaign for 
immediate action. Now, a plan of campaign General 
Scorr could well devise; for he was a man that knew gen- 
eralship and grand war; and himself plucked laurels on 
the field before the present generation of men was born; 
and long years ago, in Europe, had discussed the highest 
principles of the military art with the great marshals of 
Napoteon. But all this only served to separate him and his 
views and plans the more hopelessly from those with whom 
he had to deal. He was opposed to what he called “ a lit- 
“tle war by piecemeal.” He was averse to fighting at all 
in Virginia, which he did not regard as a theatre for de- 
cisive action, and thought that the Union Army should 
strike its first blow in the basin of the Mississippi. But 
what were such views to the ardent congressmen and cabi- 
net councillors to whom Bravrecarp’s blazon at Manas- 
sas was the picador’s flag to the infuriate bull? They 
prevailed. General Scorr has confessed it; his moral 
firmness gave away under the pressure of an Administra- 
tion that was in turn goaded almost to frenzy by a press 
and people demanding action at all hazards.

here was, therefore, to be an advance of the Army fin 
mt of Washington: and early in July the duty of plan- 
ning and executing a movement against Braurecarp at 
Manassas devolved upon General McDowett, who, since 
the transfer of the Union force into Virginia, had been put 
in command of the column of active operation south of the 
Potomac, and of the Department of Northeastern Virginia.

“You are green it is true; but, they are green also; you 
are all green alike.” 

So far from having time to mould his army, many of 
his regiments were brought across the Potomac at the last 
moment, without his even seeing them, and without being 
even brigaded. He had, therefore, no opportunity to 
test his machinery—to move it round and see whether it 
would work smoothly or not; and such was the feeling, 
that when, on one occasion, McDowe1t had a body of 
eight regiments reviewed together, he: was censured for 
“trying to make a show.” Even the special circumstanog 
that should hav2 caused delay—to wit, the fact thata large 
part of the best, that is, the best-armed, drilled, officered, 
and disciplined troops i: frout of Washington consisted of 
three months’ Volunteers, whose term of service was about 
to expire—was an incentive to precipitate action. These 
troops had fulfilled the duty for which they were called 
out, which was to assure the safety of the National Capital; 
their presence had given time to organize a force for the 
war; Congress had authorized a call for five hindred 
thousand three-years’ Volunteers, and these were throngin 
to the Potomac. It is certainly easy to see that the dic. 
tate of prudence was this: not to attempt to employ the 
three months’ men in active operations, but to organize 
and mobilize, for the three-year troops, an adequate army 
for the field. Other counsels prevailed, and the army 
with which McDowrtt took the field was an army with. 
out organization, or a staff, or a commissariat, or an organ- 
ized artillery. The wonder, indeed, is not that he should 
not have done more, but that he didso much; and the 
spirit of forbearance and alacrity with which he entered 
upon and carried through his trying task, entitles him to 
great credit. * * . * * * 

It is hardly necessary to seek any explanation of the 
events of Bull Run, other than what arises from the con- 
sideration of the simple fact that the battle was fought at 
all. McDowetv’s plan of battle was well considered, and 
even bold ; but the faults of execution were innumerable, 
Owing to the absence of any thing like a staff, the attack 
was made in a most fragmentary way, without order or 
ensemble. Since the close of the war, the writter of these 
pages has had with General Jounston a very full conver- 
sation on this action; and on the question of the general 
management of the battle of Manassas, he spokeas follows: 
“The key-point was a flat, bare crest. It was here that 
“the Federals made their attacks. But they were made by 
“a brigade at atime. The position was really hardly ten- 
“able, and had an attack been made in force, with double 
“line of battle—such as any major-general in the United 
“States service would now make—we could not have held it 
“half an hour, for they would have enveloped us on both 
“ flanks.” 


GENERAL M'CLELLAN’S POLICY. 

It is true that the Army, though composed of material 
of uncommon excellence, was necessarily green and had 
the imperfections incident to improvised armaments; and, 
no doubt, it was in much better condition to move in 
April, 1862, than it could have been in November or De- 
cember, 1861. But, assuredly, General McCLexian over- 
estimates the then condition of his opponent's army, when, 
in his report, he speaks of its superior discipline, drill, and 
equipment. There is now overwhelming evidence to show 
that, previously at least to the organization of the perma- 
nent Confederate Army in April, 1862, nothing could ex- 
ceed the laxity of discipline, demoralization of temper, 
and inferiority in arms, equipment, and means of trans- 
port that marked the Southern force. It is true, also, that 
General McCLeLLan was never able to obtain quite the 
colossal force he had called for—a movable column of one 
hundred and fifty thousand men, together with garrisons 
for Washin;:ton, Baltimore, etc., and corps of observation 
for the line of the Potomac, making the enormous aggre- 
gate of two hundred and forty thousand men. But it 
should be considered that this demand was based on the 
theory set forth by General McCuievian himself, that the 
enemy had, in October, ‘‘ a force on the Potomac not less 
“than one hundred and fifty thousand strong, well drilled 
“and equipped ;” whereas it is certain that General Joun- 
sTon’s entire force barely exceeded one-third that number. 

It is also true that military operations in a Virginia 
Winter and on a Virginia soil are attended with great dif- 
ficulties; and no military student will, after the experi- 
ence of the war, say that it would have been practicable 
for General McCuie.ian at that season to undertake a 
grand operation, such as a campaign against Richmond. 
But it was quite possible to have made a special operation 
of the nature of a movement against Jounston at Manas- 
sas. Had Jounston stood, a battle with good prospect of 
success might have been delivered. But had he, as there 
was great likelihood he would do, and as it is now certain 
he would have done, fallen back from Manassas to the line 
of the Rapidan, his compulsory retirement would have 
been esteemed a positive victory to the Union arms. And, 
even had it been accounted impracticable to undertake a 
movement against Manassas, there were still many inci- 
dental operations that were perfectly feasible, and which, 
while valuable in themselves, would have had the effect to 
satisfy the country and consolidate the confidence of the 
people and the Administration in General McCieiian. 

And it is precisely in this regard that General McCuz1- 
LAN showe! himself deficient in certain qualities of mind 
indispens:!:ie for one who has to deal with the larger ques- 
tions of war. If, as a soldier, he was right in wishing to 
postpone grand military operations till Spring, when the 
times and seasons and circumstances should all favor; 
when his army, strengthened in numbers and tempered by 
discipline, would be fit for the field; when the full prepa- 
ration of the other armies would enable him to enter on 
large combinations, he certainly showed a lack of that kind 
of political savw faire and knowledge of human nature 
n toa great commander, in remaining perfectly 
inactive. It was for him to consider whether the increase 
in numbers and improvement in discipline likely to accrue 
to his Army in the meantime would at all compensate for 
that loss of confidence, that popular impatience, that po

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TREATMENT OF TREASON. 


T last, it seems that Jerrerson Davis is to be 
tried fortreason. The time is appointed, June; 
the place, Richmond ; the mode of trial, by civil tri- 
bunal. Already the indictment has been framed, and 
the Grand Jury of he United States Circuit Court, 
in session at Norfolk, has found a true bill. Martial 
law can with safety be discontinued now in Virginia, 
and, accordingly, the most prominent, at least, of 
Chief Justice CHASE’s very appropriate objections to 
conducting the trial, appears to be easy of removal. 
The skilful and brilliant counsel are busy with their 
briefs. If this trial shall indeed begin, and if it be 
not staved off by technical defences, it will become the 
grandest state trial of the century. 

The constitutional and legal questions involved in 
the case of Mr. Davis are not only of the gravest im- 
portance, but of the most intricate character. Slash- 
ing quill-drivers, of course, can settle them all off- 
hand ; but we shall be very much surprised if the 
defence do not put out a strong and well-supported 
and dangerous case. It mast be remembered that no 
ex post facto criterion is to be applied to the so-called 
Rebels, in passing judgment upon them. Weall know 
now, South as well as North, that henceforth secession 
isacrime. But how does the South knowit? By 
experience, by the arbitrament of the sword, for to 
that dread decision she left what had for thirty years 
been a mooted question. The point to consider is, how 
great a crime secession was in 1861. If we look over 
the history of the Union from the day of Hamiiron 
to the day of BucHANAN, the doctrine of State Sov- 
ereignty will be found a living and abiding faith in 
millions of Americans, North as well as South. So 
long as it remained a question of words, the very doc- 
trines which we should now properly pronounce trea- 
sonable, were launched, leisurely discussed, and zeal- 
ously defended for scores of years. Not only in 
hundreds of newspapers, in thousands of cities and 
villages, in every State, and by millions of honest 
people, was that infamous theory of paramount State 
allegiance openly and coolly announced, and all with- 
out the slightest imputation of treason; but in the 
very halls of legislation, nay, on the Supreme Bench, 
and in the chair of Chief Magistracy, the ‘same per- 
nicious doctrine has been maintained, either expressly 
or by implication. We can go further. Probably a 
full half of the people of the United States to-day, 
though they no longer hold to paramount State allegi- 
ance, do hold to a theory of ‘‘State Rights”’ so ex- 
treme as practically to lean in the same direction. 
Massachusetts is to-day as much of a State Rights 
State, so far as the sentiment of her people is con- 
cerned, as South Carolina. 

It will be said that the North displayed a thorough 
abhorrence of extreme ‘‘ State Rights.” theories, by 
enduring a bloody war to put them down. That is 
by no means so certain. We are not at all sure that 
such was the popular object of the war. For every 
man who fought the South because she had no legal 
right to secede, there were ten who fought her be- 
cause she had no moral right to secede. The preva- 
lent feeling of our people at the outset was, that the 
insurgent States had no just cavse for war. The 
argument most effectual was the one crystalliz.d in 
the cant phrase of ‘‘ destroying the best government 
“‘the sun ever shone upon.”’ Our people did see the 
crime of overthrowing such a government, and the in- 
justice of seceding because a Republican President 
was elected, because the spread of slavery was checked 
in the territories, and the like. That is to say, the 
majority of the people rested their case on asserting 
that there had been no sufficient grievance to author- 
ize secession. Since those days, thank Heaven, a 
truer insight into the great constitutional question has 
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if life-long politicians would only let us, the necessity 
of one simple source of sovereign power, which brooks 
no rival—and that that must be a federal, not a local 
sovereignty. We have learned that no man can serve 
two masters. But this improved and not yet perfected 
sentiment, we repeat, is the outgrowth of the war and 
its experiences. Before the war, there was a decided 
diversity of honest belief on this question. When 
sundry millions of our fellow-citizens put a belief, 
which three generations of ancestors had taught them, 
into practical effect, the result was the Southern Re- 
bellion. 

We are no apologists for secession. Holding the 
views we do with regard to the pernicious fallacy of 
State sovereignty and the dangerous prate of State 
Rights, we find secession a terrible crime, legally con- 
sidered, at the outset. But we do assert that a vast 
proportion of our countrymen have no consistent title 
to regard it as so unmitigated a crime, because their 
own sentiments might lead them into it, on provoca- 
tion. Millions of men at the North, had their States 
** seceded’ in 1861 and the South remained “ loyal,” 
would have gone with their States against the Union, 
and the South would have crushed them, as we sub- 
jugated the South. This shows that, in their eyes, 
secession itself was not the unpardonable sin men- 
tioned in Holy Writ, much less an ‘‘ impossibility ’’— 
it was ‘‘ secession without just cause’’ which was such 
acrime. In other words, they reduced, in the honest 
operation of their own minds, the whole question of 
the conduct of the South to a ‘‘ jury question,’’ so to 
speak, as to the amount of grievance actually exist- 
ing, on which matter, of course, there might well be 
some difference of opinion without imputing to seven 
millions of people a hideous obliquity of moral per- 
ception. ; 

We presume, therefore, that Mr. DAvis’s counsel, 
in that portion of their case which respects palliating 
circumstances, will establish by hundreds of unques- 
tionable facts the general freedom of utterance before 
the war of sentiments now rightly called ‘‘ treason- 
‘‘able;’’ the course of many leading statesmen, and 
of the Government itself under some administrations, 
giving currency and endorsement to those sentiments ; 
and the very widespread interpretation of the federal 
compact, making the State a source of sovereign 
power. But they need not stop here. They can go 
on to show that, even at this very hour, the National 
policy which finds most favor in popular eyes is the 
one which leans as far as possible toward State Rights ; 
which denies the possibility of a State’s losing its 
apocryphal “‘ sovereignty”’ by its citizens throwing off 
their allegiance to the General Government ; which 
regards it as an impossibility for those citizeus to 
give up the form of local government which they hold 
by virtue of their Federal relation. It is easy to show 
that a majority of people can see (or think they see) 
with perfect facility how blockaded ports and belliger- 
ent rights can belong to Rebels whose States never 
have ceased to be perfect and fully acting States of 
the Union ; but they cannot detect—cannot even pic- 
ture to the imaginatién, much less to the reason—a 
State whose citizens, by withdrawing, in the recipro- 
cal play of National and local obligation and protec- 
tion, a part of their connection with the grand system, 
may have impaired or surrendered the rest. 

When there is such confusion of ideas with regard 
to the groundwork of the governmental system, the 
most taking resort is to glittering generalities. Such 
was the popular phrase, ‘‘ Treason is a crime, and 
‘* must be punished ’’—except that this does not even 
glitter. When one first heard this wise saw, it ap- 
peared as flat a common-place as that two and two 
make four, and infinitely more unpractical. But so 
marvellous has been the change impressed upon the 
mind of the people within the last twelvemonth that, 
after a while, it became an even question whether 
treason was a crime, and, if so, whether, after all, it 
ought to be punished. And now, at last, so far as 
practice goes, it seems to be enthusiastically main- 
tained by many authorities that treason is not a crime, 
or, at any rate, that it shall not be punished. The 
deception, however, is in the original platitude. No- 
body wanted to know whetfier treason was a crime ; 
but everybody desired to have the Government assert 
instantly whether or not the conduct of the Southern 
half of the Nation in the late war was treasonable. 
If treasonable, whether it ought to be punished, and 
in what manner. If punishable, to punish it on the 
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but some of the highest authorities, so far as position 
goes, have, in the strongest way, manifested their 
belief that the conduct in question was not treason- 
able. What !—will a true man pollute his hand by 
grasping a traitor’s? Yet we hob-nob with Southern 
insurgents ‘‘ unpardoned,” give them receptions and 
interviews, clink glasses and taste salt with them. 
All this shows our real sentiment, or else that we 
do not believe treason, if it be a crime, is so much of 
a crime, after all! Official personages, at least, if 
none others, had better either leave off bandying the 
words “traitors and rebels,’’ as applied to several] 
millions of people, or else treat them as they cal] 
them, and as honest men should treat traitors. It ig 
clear that some of our people do not consider rebellion 
under mitigating circumst*nuces as a hopeless disease ; 
or, at all events, they intrepidly risk its being conta- 
gious. 

What general punishment is to be fixed upon trea- 
son? The possibilities, or, rather, the practicabilities, 
concern life, liberty, property, citizenship, political 
privileges—these are the chief objects at which Jus- 
tice can direct her blow. And of these a large part 
are now cut off, since some penalties, which were once 
reasonable enough, would now be vindictive and en- 
tirely unnecessary. We must not do deliberately, in 
cold blood, and after we have been committed toa 
milder rule, what might once have been justly done. 
As to the taking of life, our people are not blood- 
thirsty, are even merciful to a fault. For ourselves, 
sympathizing in the general horror of superfluous 
blood-letting, we have always hoped that the Govern- 
ment would not take more than one single representa- 
tive life—perhaps not one. After the lapse of so long 
a time, spent in amicable intercourse with the South, 
hanging and shooting are very inappropriate and out 
of date. The only man in the country who is at all 
likely to offer his life in expiation for the crime of 
treason is the representative man of Rebellion, JEr- 
FERSON Davis. And even he, though his execution 
has been sung in ditties and thundered from platform 
for years—though the orators in the late political cam- 
paign, headed by General LoGaN, the Minister to 
Mexico, and General Kiuparrick, the Minister to 
Chili, demanded, amid tremendous applause, the exe- 
cution of DAvis on the scaffold—though bills have 
been introduced into at least one Legislature declaring 
his life forfeited—is by no means yet in desperate 
condition. Surely, the taking of life is not to be the 
punishment of treason. At all events, that single life 
of the Rebel President would not in any case atone 
for so great and geteral a guilt, and would but mock 
the justice it pretended to satisfy. 








WELL, the Miantonomoh, it seems, having visited 
Halifax, is going across to England, and Captain Fox is 
to go with her. Weare very glad that, since the Moni- 
tor is to be sent, one of the earliest and most power- 
ful advocates of the Monitor system, will cross the At- 
lantic on the same occasion. We are very sorry, how- 
ever, that the Miantonomoh is going atall. Years 
since, we had proof positive, in the shape of actual 
service in scores of hard-fought Naval battles, that 
the Monitors contained the solution of the long-sought 
desideratum of a perfect iron war-vessel. Since the 
war, excursions to Cuba, Halifax, and around Cape 
Horn to Valparaiso, haye removed any possible doubts 
on these points even in the most incredulous. Now, 
having satisfied ourselves on this point, why should 
we so itch to prove it practically to Englishmen. 
With tremendous stupidity, they have insisted year 
after year that the Monitors could not go to sea. Argu- 
ment has been pooh-poohed, facts denied, and official 
reports made the subject of ridicule by two-penny 
London wits. Where a’system of mechanism is so thor- 
oughly a matter of a priori demonstration from funda- 
mental laws of construction, it should seem that pro- 
fessional men, at least, would have carefully considered 
the argument. But both scientific and ignorant men 
would have nothing to do with the*Monitor theory. 
What was still worse, the Monitor practice was as 
cooly ignored as the Monitor theory. For example, 
years after our 15-inch guns had been thundering 
away at Charleston, the English scientific papers were 
gravely discussing the question whether guns of en- 
tirely inferior calibre could possibly be worked in 
Naval warfare. 


Now, light begins to dawn on the British mind, 
One of her modern bards (who, however, is better

And his enthusiastic countrymen were for a time 
very much pleased at the idea. Now, however, it 
seems that they begin to realize that this is precisely 
what they do need—towers, turrets, in short, the tur- 
reted iron-clad, for defence ‘‘ along the steeps.’’ The 
recent stand takén by those eminent authorities, 
Scorr, RussELL and Jon Bourng, in favor of the 
American Monitor system, has created a wide-spread 
exeitement in the Naval circles of Great Britain. 
Some of the more candid newspapers are echoing 
their systems. Our good friend, the London En- 
giveer with whom we had a passage-at-arms some- 
time ago on this question, nad better look to its own 
allies, and take care that there is do defection amongst 
its allies. What, for example does the Engineer say to 
so candid a confession as the following from a late 
editorial of its neighbor, the Army and Navy Ga- 
zette : 

“The man who would send a ship’s company to sea on board 
«a, Monitor ought to be tried for wilful murder, when they go down 
“jn her!’? Such was the opinion of a very distinguished officer of 
her Majesty’s navy, expressed before a number of professional people, 
of whom the majority agreed with him, not many months ago. Such, 
indeed, may be said to havc been, in general terms, the result of the 
opinions held respecting the Monitors and their sea-worthiness by 
the great mass of those who thought at all about the matter. The 
leading journal, and many other newspapers, discussing the Cor’s 
controversy on the turret principle, have always held that it was a 
problem whether Monitors could make sea voyages, or were fit for 
aught but harbor defence. Whatever may be said about the claims 
of the Americans to originality in the matter of turrets and iron- 
clads, there can be no doubt at all that they have built a sea-going 
Monitor—one, too, of the most formidable character. A vessel which 
has navigated the Atlantic at the entrance to the Gulf of Mexico, 
which has coasted the eastern shores of South America in Spring time» 
and, finally, has gone round the Horn in rough weather in the worst 
period of the year, and got through her work to the perfect satisfac- 
tion of her officers and men, is a sea-going craft of the most complete 
adaptation to the business of sea-going in any part of the globe. 
But when we know that this vessel, though only 15 inches above the 
water level, carries the largest guns in the world, and throws 480-lb. 
shot with a 60-lb. charge of powder, we must admit she is at least 
worthy of considerable attention from any maritime people. 


We call the serious attention of the Engineer to 
this defection in its ranks. We think, however, the 
only question is whether the whole broadside system 
of iron-clads will not break through, and be ridiculed 
by the same pens which lately devoted their energies 
to abusing the Monitors. Nor shall we be surprised 
any day to find even our good friend, the Engineer, 
firing a gun to leeward. 

For all that, as we have said, we think it best, in a 
national point of view, not to insist on forcing open 
the eyes which an enlightened Britisk public persists 
in keeping shut. When they have exhausted all their 
appropriations for iron-clad navies, then is the time 
io send over a Monitor. 








SANTA ANNA. 

Two illustrious exiles—two illustrious ex-Presi- 
dents—have arrived simultaneously on our shores. 
STEPHENS and SANTA ANNA are two gentlemen in 
search of a Republic, and of sympathy (financial as 
well as political), in their struggles against the ‘‘ min- 
“ions of despotism.’’ SANTA ANNA is the oldest of 
Mexican statesmen, and, with more propriety than 
any other, can look on all Mexico as his children. He 
is the oldest of Mexican Generals, too, and takes 
pleasure in referring to himself as the ‘‘ Dean of 
‘* Mexican Generals.’’ He was the one who gave the 
ery of ‘‘ Viva la Republica!’’ to the Mexican Army, 
forty odd years ago, and the one who, more than any 
other Mexican, overthrew ITURBIDE, and built on the 
ruins of the Empire the much-rocked and shaky 
pillars of what he still calls the Republic. The famous 
old warrior and President has been hospitably received 
in New York, where our people have kindly included 
ina parenthesis of oblivion what happened in his 
eareer between 1844 and 1848. 

Santa Anna sailed from his long retirement in St. 
Thomas, to Vera Cruz, on board the regular steamer, 
alittle more than two years ago; but his ‘‘ Highness” 
was not permitted to land by the French authorities 
in Vera Cruz, until he would sign a paper presented 
to him, binding himself to issue no proclamations in 
Mexico. He readily affixed his signature, and, a few 


hours after his landing, a proclamation over his name, 
in Orizaba, referring to the anarchy which had 
existed under the Republic, and the good promise of 
better things under the Empire. It also alluded to 


mation was certaigly not unfavorable to MAXIMILIAN ; 
but, in truth, the Empire wanted his support even 
less than his enmity. For, he was distrusted as an old 
intriguer, who, after one proclamation, would take the 
liberty of publishing others, and so work himself into 
the favor of the Mexican people. And, besides, the 
region was full of Generals and other officers, created 
years before by SANTA ANNA, who has, as all 
Mexicans know, a wonderful tact for title-making and 
promotion, when required. It was rightly thought 
that Santa ANNA Would have too much influence 
over such men, and would excite their ambition to give 
him higher and higher place. So, it being considered 
that he had violated his agreement almost before the 
ink was dry, a return steamer was put at his disposal 
within three days from the time of his landing, and he 
was invited to renounce his schemes of settling in 
Mexico, and to retire to his hermitage in St. Thomas. 
He naturally consented, under the circumstances. 
From this time nothing more of importance was 
heard of SANTA ANNA, till the great exile, with staff 
and suite, appeared, last week, at the port of New 
York, in the steamer Georgia. Simultaneously, an 
overwhelming batch of Mexican correspondence, which 
had evidently been collected for that purpose, and 
which exposed the relations between SANTA ANNA 
and the newly-fledged Empire, was launched into the 
public prints, apparently by the friends of JUAREZ. 
These consist of extracts from the Imperial official 
paper in Mexico, sent by Mr. Romero to Mr. Sewarp, 
February 21, 1866—and, doubtless, in reference to 
Santa ANNA’s proposed connection of himself with 
the opponents of MaximmiAn. The first of these 
documents is a proclamation issued by SANTA ANNA 
as President of the Mexican Republic, July 1, 1854, 
announcing that he had appointed Sefior GUTIERREZ 
pE EstrapA with tuli powers to make the proper 
offers near the courts of London, Paris, Madrid, and 
Vienna, to obtain from those governments, or from 
any one of them, the establishment of a monarchy de- 
rived from any of the royal races of those Powers, 
under qualifications and conditions to be establisned 
by special instructions. The second and third are 
letters from SANTA ANNA to EstrapA, dated frem St. 
Thomas, respectively October 15, and November 30, 
1861. Herefers to the Tripartite Convention, and 
adds : 


What remains to be done now is to take advantage of this propitious 
occasion to realize my long cherished desires, remembering that such 
an opportunity never occurs twice. 

What you have to do is to remind the governments near which you 
are accredited of your former petitions, insisting especially, that 
Mexico cannot have a lasting peace until the disease is radically 
cured, and the only remedy is the substitution of a. constitutional 
empire for that farce called a republic. Those nations can select one 
jointly. Remind them, also, that I am now more than ever disposed 
to carry out that idea, and that I will labor without ceasing to effect it. 

Not content with this sharp hit at ‘‘that farce 
‘* called a Republic,” he particularly aims at JUAREZ 
and his political friends, (who, as our readers know, 
carried out the laws of reform and nationalized the 
church property wherever they could find it), and says 
that ‘‘ since the profanation of our churches I have 
‘* determined to become the avenger of so many sac- 
‘‘ rilegious outrages.’’ The latter of these two letters 
is especially important : 

The candidate you mention (his imperial Highness AncupuKE Fer- 
DINAND MAXIMILIAN) is unexceptionable, and I therefore hasten to give 
my approbation. Do me the favor, then, to inform him of it, as well 
as our friends, but with all reserve ; for you well know that in politics 
there are things that must not be published before the proper time 
on account of the harm that might be caused. 

I think the allied forces will reach Vera Cruz early in next Janu- 
ary, and their arrival will be a cause of great rejoicing to all good 
Mexicans, because they will not be regarded as a threatening enemy, 
but as benefactors, to save them from the worst of tyrannies. 

Finally, we are offered a copy of a letter from 
Santa ANNA to MAXIMILIAN himself, dated St. 
Thomas, December 22, 1863. This was before Max- 
IMILIAN had formally accepted the throne, and SANTA 
ANNA shrewdly considered that his overtures had 
better be made there than to the French headquarters. 
He says that when he heard that a considerable num- 
ber of his fellow countrymen, ‘‘ actuated by the purest 
“ patriotism, had fixed upon your reyal Highness to 
“be called to the throne of Mexico, my soul over- 
‘‘fowed with pleasure.’’ And he only regretted 
(which was perfectly true), that he had not been ap- 
pointed one of the Commission to the Archduke, to 
offer him the throne. He therefore contents himself 
with greeting MAXIMILIAN as Emperor of Mexico. 
‘¢T can assure you, without flattery, that my attach- 
“ ment to your august person is boundless; and since 





‘* personally in your presence, my pen will do that 
“duty from my present place of residence.” SANTA 
ANNA having once taken his réle, is not a man to 


stick at a trifle in the form of expression. He assures 


the prospective Emperor that ‘‘ an immense majority 

‘of the nation desire to restore the Empire of the 

‘‘Montezumas, with your Imperial Highness at its 

- head, believing it to be the only remedy for existing 

“ills, and the ultimate anchor of its hopes.” He 

declares that ‘‘ the vast, beautiful and fertile soil of 
‘‘Mexico abounds in elements to form a first-class 

‘Empire on the American Continent,”’ and, in fine, 

concludes by hoping that his “Imperial Highness 

‘‘ will condescend to acknowledge, in the dean of the 

‘* Mexican army, a devoted and disinterested friend, a 

‘‘ very obedient servant, who wishes him the greatest 

‘“ happiness, and fervently kisses the imperial bands 

‘* of his Imperial Highness.” 

Now, we may subtract a little from these demon- 

strative words, on the ground of the tropical fervor of 
Mexican expression. We observe, by the way, that a 

contemporary slights on the ‘‘ fervently kissing’’ as 

an evidence of gross servility to MAxmiLian— 

whereas it is the common form of winding up a letter, 

and about equivalent to an English ‘‘ Yours Truly.”’ 

Nevertheless, enough remains to settle the question 
of Sanra ANNA’s voluntary and eager adhesion, not 
only to MAXIMILIAN, but to the whole idea of mon- 
archy in Mexico—probably with the hope of one day 
filling the throne himself. To us, however, even this 
disclosed correspondence does not seem so astonishing 
Orizala proclamation, of which mention has already 
been made, and which it would be amusing now to 
republish. 

Now, having quoted against Santa ANNA so many 
of his own words, it is only fair to give him credit 
for what he deserves. Mexico, ‘“‘in anarchy for half 
‘“‘a century ’’—as he most naively declares, consider- 
ing his own share inthe fifty years’ work—was, per- 
haps, more tranquil under his rule than under any of 
those who followed or preceded him, or who filled up the 
gaps between his successive controls. At one time, 
under his administration, a conducta of a million dol- 
lars could leave the Capital for the seaport with the 
most trifling escort. From his time till the advent of 
the French, it required hundreds, and even thea 
might be plundered. He took particular pains to pay 
the Army at all hazards—a rare thing in Mexico. He 
was famous for keeping them well-dressed, and espe- 
cially those in the capital. All this and similar things 
Mexico had to pay for roundly; but at least it had 
something to show for its heavy taxes. SANTA ANNA 
has now snuffed from the isle of St. Thomas the new 
prospects of the Republic of Mexico and (shall we say 
it?) possibly the odor of the fifty-million loan. He 
therefore tenders his veteran sword to the Republic 
with asfreeand generous gallantry as he lately tendered 
it to the Empire. But he wants to play no second 
part. He must have a rél¢@ worthy of his old fame. 
If he leads the Mexicans to battle, he must be the 
Mexican Head Centre. 








One more bill has made its appearance in Congress, 
designed to fix the military peace establishment of the 
United States. This new bill, like the former Senate 
Bill, is fathered by Senator Witson, and comes, of 
course, from the Senate Military Committee. The 
reason for its introduction is, doubtless, the fate of 
General ScnENcK’s bill in the House, which is dead, 
without hope of resurrection, and the possible dis- 
comfiture of Mr. W1Lson’s own bill, should git reach 
the House. There are, beside, many features from 
both the other Army bills, some new points interwo- 
ven in this one, which is designed to supersede the 
other two. 

The great and remarkable fact about the new bill is 
the scantiness of the force which it places at the com- 
mand of the National authority. It is true that for 
some time the feeling in favor of an exceedingly small ° 
army has been gaining ground ; but we had not sup- 
posed it would go to the extent which this new bill 
proposes. Mr. WiLson’s original bill provided for 
five artillery, twelve cavalry, and fifty infantry regi- 
ments. His new bill provides for five artillery, six 
cavalry, and thirty-seven infantry regiments. That is 
to say, the Regular Army is not to be increased at all— 
to be retained at its present numbers, and the chief 
changes thors of intextor evranization.

Pursuant to Paragraph 5, General Orders No. 4, 
dated March 10, 1866, the russet leather leggins, added to the regi- 
mental uniform will be worn, and commandants of companies are 
directed not to permit those appearing without them to parade, and 
to return all such as absent. The following elections and promotiors 
are announced: Second Lieutenant Geo. C. Geissen, promoted to 
First Lieutenant Company C, vice Bassford, resigned, rank from 
April 2, i866; Henry Bascomb Smith, elected First Lieutenant 
Company F, vice Dyatt, resigned, rank from April 12, 1866 ; Corporal 
Charles J. McGowan, promoted Second Lieutenant Company G, vice 
Bradway, resigned, rank April 3, 1866; Corporal Leon A. Canter, 
promoted Second Lieutenant Company C, vice Geissen, promoted, 
rank April 2, 1866. By General Orders'No. 11, we learn that in 
compliance with orders from brigade headquarters, a court-martial 
will convene at the regimental armory, corner of Broadway and 
Fourth street, on Tuesday, the 29th inst., at 4 o’clock p.m. Detail 
for said court, Captain William V. Byrne. Captains and delinquents 
are notified that the imprisonment clause was added to the Militia 
Law at the last session of the Legislature. The following members of 
the regiment have been expelled: William White, No. 8, Harrison 
street ; Charles C. Bigelow, No. 167 Broadway; George A. Middle- 
ton, No. 180 William street; 8. N. Sterrit, No. 86 Chambers street; 
Samuel Graham, John H. Mathews, Lewis F. Hannier, Joseph W. 
Mitchell. An error was made in printing General Order No. 4. T. 
8. Moore, No. 41934 Grand street, was expelled from Company D; 
not S. 8. Wood. Pursuant to General Order No. 7, from brigade 
headquarters, this regment will parade in full marching order, with 
knapsacks (overcoats rolled), and one day’s cooked rations, on Mon- 
day, the 28th day of May, inst. The line will form on the north side 
of Washington, Square, right on Fiftn avenue, at 7 o’clock a. mM. 
Quartermaster Maxwell will provide transportation for the regiment 
to East New York. The Webster Light Guard, Company E, of this 
regiment, will make their annual excursion on the 14th of June, 1866. 

Tuiaxp Reomment.—A drill of this regiment took place on last Mon- 
day evening at the State Arsenal in Seventh avenue. The line was 
composed of ten companies of eleven files each. Colonel John E. 
Bendix was in command, Lieutenant-Colonel Beattie being also 
present. In forming the line the Adjutant was not as careful as he 
should have been, but we expect he will learn his duties thoroughly 





in due time; he should remember, however, that it is highly im. 
proper, when about to present the battalion to the Colonel, to march 
down the line with his sabre in both hands. When the line was 
formed the nght wing was at a support, and the left wing at a shoul. 
der. In bringing their companies to a shoulder and an order, the 
captains commanding companies should give their commands in a 
clear and distinct tone of voice, mentioning first the number of their 
company in line. The captains of the second and third companies 
gave the commands shoulder and order arms, etc., without moving 
from their place on the right; they suould have stepped out one pace 
and faced to the left. The order of arms of the seventh company was 
the best, and this company appeared to be the best-irilled one; but 
the captain, who has served in the field, should be a little more cor- 
rect in the detail of the drill. We noticed in the drum -orps one 
drummer who did not appear to be able to beat the drum, and who 
did not keep step ; as such a man is neither useful nor ornamental he 
should not be allowed to parade at battalion drill. One or two of the 
drummers were not in uniform ; this was, doubtless, owing to'the fact 
that the regiment has not yet received their complement of uniforme. 
The drill was in street firing and the evolutions generally which are 
to be practiced at the field day of the Second brigade. The regiment 
did very well, and under Colonel Bendix’s careful drilling is rapidly 
improving in both drill and discipline. A few of the men omitted to 
wear their turbans, among whom were some of the non-commissioned 
officers. It was announced that the above drill was for instruction, 
and that, therefore, no spectators were to be admitted, which order 
was very strictly carried out. This isa good plan, for although the 
Third regiment is already in a very flourishing condition, it is to be 
expected that new regiments will make mistakes, and it is therefore 
better that their drills should be private, especially as there are 
always a crowd of noisy boys on hand to attend the drills at the 
arsenal. In compliance with brigade orders of the 3d inst., this regi- 
ment will parade, in full uniform (with white gloves), armed and 
equipped, with one day’s rations, to proceed to East New York, for 
practice in evolution of the line, on Monday, the 28th inst. Regi- 
mental line will be formed on the east side of Madison Square, right 
resting on Twenty-second street, at 9 o’clock a. m. Quartermaster 
Hendricks will make requisition on the Commissary-General for 3,000 
blank cartridges, cal. 58, and 3,000 percussion caps. Captain Dietsch, 
Company G, will receive the colors at the Colonel’s quarters, One 
Hundred and Eighteenth street, and escort the same to the ground in 
time for the formation. 


Sixtu Reciment.—Captain N. Muller, Captain P. Meyer, First 
Lieutenant, P. Rothmann and Second Lieutenant M. Link have ap- 
pealed in the case of the clection for Colonel in this regiment held on * 
the 19th day of April, when Joel W. Mason was declared to be duly 
elected. The appeal was heard on the 2d inst., all parties concerned 
having been notified, and all were present but Lieutenant Link, who 
was absent by reason of sickness in his family. The appellants were 
heard through W. H. Anthon, Esq., their counsel. The canvass of 
the election was proved to have been as follows: Total number of 
votes, 27; rejected as double ballots, 3; number of ballots, 2i—of 
which Joel W. Mason had 14 votes; G. W. Mittnacht had 10 votes; 
clear majority for Mason§ 4 votes. It was proved in the case of Meyer 
that, although a commission for him as captain of company was 
received by his superior officer on April 14, 1866, and he was notified 
to appear, that at the time of the election, as well as’at the time of his 
appeal, he had not received his commission, and was not sworn in. 
The appeal in his case is dismissed on the ground that he was not an 
officer of the regiment. The claims of the other appellants are also 
received somewhat at length. Colonel Burger, the brigade com- 
mander, sums up his decision as follows: The commanding officer of 
the brigade overrules the whole and every part of said appeal and dis- 
misses the same. No fraud or unfair practices have been charged to 
have occurred at the election. It is apparent that in no event would 
the absolute majority for Colonel Mason be displaced. Assuming 
that the votes of the appellants had been received, and that they 
would have voted against Mason, of which there is nv proof the can- 
vass would have stood for Mason 14, for his competitor 13. It is nct 
proved that the result of the canvass would have been affected, and it 
is the well-settled law of this State that an election shall not be set 
aside because of either erroneously received or rejected votes, which 
did not change the result of the election. In coming to his decision, 
Colonel Burger has consulted with Major P. J. Joachimsen, Judge- 
Advocate of the Second brigade. 

Exrtvestsa Reoiment.—Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Lux, command- 
jng this regiment, has issued the following order: ‘‘ Companies C, F, 
B, A and I, comprising the right wing of this regiment, will assemble 
in fatigue dress, armed and equipped, for battalion drill, at the State 
Arsenal, corner Seventh avenue and Thirty-fifth street, on Monday, 
the 2lst inst. The left wing, consisting of Companies H, G, K, E 
and D, will assemble as above directed, on Tuesday, the 22d inst., at 
the same place. Regimental line will be formed at 8 o’clock P. ™., 
precisely. Field, staff and non-commissioned staff officers will be 
present on both drills. Commandants of companies will report with 
their commands ten minutes before formation.”” In pursuance to 
orders from brigade headquarters, the several companies of this 
regiment will assemble in fatigue dress, fully armed and equipped 
(without knapsacks) and one aay’s ration, on Thursday, the 24th 
inst., for exercise in brigade evolutions. Quartermaster Rocke will 
make requisition upon General Palmer, the Commissary-Gencral of 
Ordnance (State Arsenal, Thirty-fifth street), for 7,000 rounds of 
blank amunition to be issued before leaving the parade ground. The 
same officer will provide transportation to and from East New York. 
Regimental order No, 5, remains in force. The Commandant enjoins 
upon officers to use every exertion to insure a full attendance on 
these preparatory drills. 

Ssconp Reciment.—A drill of this regiment took place on Thurs- 
day evening, the 10th instant, Colonel Thomas M. Reid was in com- 
mand. The line was formed of nine unequalized companies, number- 
ing in all a little over one hundred men. Colonel Reid formerly be- 
longed to the Second corps, Army of the Potomac, and is, therefore, 
well posted in the duties of a soldier, which we are sorry is not the 
case with most of his officersand men. We had expected a better 
display on the part of the Second. A Captain acted as Adjutant, and 
was not deliberate enough in giving orders, as he notified the Captain 
of the first company that the line was formed before it actually was. 
The parade rest was poor, lacking uniformity, and the men did not 
stand steady. In giving commands shoulder arms and order arms to 
their companies, the company commanders came out in front of the 
middle of their companies instead of stepping out one pace from the 
right and facing to the left. In forming the line the Captain of the 
third company placed himself next to instead of in front of the first 
sergeant of the fourth company when dressing his company to the 
left, and consequently, when the command guides post was given, @ 
gap was left on the left of his company. We noticed one man who 
had a tin cup on his bay »net; this evinced a lack of discipline. 
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The drum corps were all in citizens dress, and some of them did not 

keep step ; one would think that a drummer ought to know enough to 
put down his left at heavy tap of the drum. These drummers, when 
the drill commenced, amused themselves in making remarks upon 
the appearance of the men in the ranks, and which were evidently 
not relished by the latter. When the ranks were opened the Colonel 
exercised the battalion in the manual and ordered the officers to face 
abouttand superintend the movements of their men, but, although 
a number of mistakes were committed, we did not see a single line 
officer who appeared to notice any of them. There was an evident 
jack of company drill in all the companies, which was also evinced in 
the movements of the battalion. We forbear, however, any further 
criticism, as we do not think the regiment appeared to advantage, 
and believe they can do better. The Second did good service as the 
Eighty-second N. Y. Volunteers during the Rebellion, but must not, 
therefore, be content to relax their efforts and rest on their laurels. 
We believe considerable allowance should be made for this regiment, 
owing to the difficulty they have had in getting their armory fitted 
up and obtaining uniforms, but now that these draw backs have, ina 
measure, been overcome, we hope the regiment will make rapid pro- 
gress in drill and discipline. 

Seventy-Finst Reciwent.—Colonel Trafford has issued the follow- 
ing order: The remains of Colonel A. 8. Vosburgh will be transferred 
to their final resting place in Greenwood Cemetery, where a suitable 
monument has been erected by this regiment to his memory, on Wed- 
nesday, the 23d inst. The regiment will parade in full uniform (white 
gloves), armed and equipped, without knapsacks. Commissioned 
officers and non-commissioned staff officers will wear the usual badge 
of mourning. The colors and drums will be draped in mourning 
under the direction of the Adjutant. The line will be formed in Bond 
street, right on Broadway, at 10% o’clock a. m., precisely. The field 
and staff will report to the Culonel (dismounted), and the non-com- 
missioned staff, band and drum corps to the Adjutant, in Bond street, 
at 10X o’clock. Company E is herebygdetailed as a firing party. 
Captain O. P. Smith will make requisition on Quartermaster Hull for 
a sufficient quantity of ammunition. Quartermaster Hull will make 
arrangements for transporting the regiment across Wall street ferry. 
The flags will be displayed at half-mast on the regimental armory, on 
the 23d instant, from sunrise until sunset. After the interment of the 
remains an address will be delivered by his Honor Mayor Hoffman. 
An election for Major of this regiment was held on the 16th inst., 
Brigadier-General Spicer presiding. The following is the result of 
the ballot: 27 votes cast—of these Captain Tompkins received 20 
votes, Captain Wolcott 5, Sergeant-Major Kirkland 2. Captain 
Tompkins was thereupon declared elected. The lieutenants of Com- 
pany A voted for the Sergeant-Major in hopes of defeating the election 
of Captain Tompkins, as they are very desirous of retaining him as 
the captain of their company. 





Ninety-sintH Reciment.—The turning out of this regiment on 
last Tuesday has brought about a conflict of authority between Major- 
General Chas. W. Sandford, commanding the First division, and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Pat. T. Downey, of this regiment. Learning that the 
Ninety-ninth intended to join in the Fenian demonstration, General 
Sanford addressed a note to Colonel John O’Mahony, the regimental 
commander, requesting rather than ordering him not to parade, and dis- 
patched Major C. H. Tomes, of his staff, to see that the order was obeyed. 
The Lieutenant-Colonel commanding, however, declined to obey 
General Sanford’s order. The General in his note very properly re. 
marks: ‘* No such parade should take place of troops organized under 
the laws of the State, and bearing arms and wearing waiform provided 
by the State.” It appears that the men of the regiment acted in 
their military capacity as a police force to preserve order. This is all 
wrong and contrary to the intention of the State in furnishing arms 
and uniforms. Paragraph 134, e¢ seq., of the Militia Law clearly 
show that, as nosuch gathering as that held at Jones’s Wood, on 
Tuesday last, could be termed either a drill or parade, it was illegal 
for the regiment to be ordered out for such a purpose, especially as 
the men wore uniforms which are the property of the State. This is 
clearly a case for a court-martial, not onthe ground of disobedience 
of orders, as the Militia Law is deficient on the point in question, 
but because the men of the regiment were compelled to do duty which 
could not legally be required of them, and also because the uni- 
orms of the State could not be legally worn at such a meeting. 


New York Stare Mruiria Brii.—It appears that a discrepancy 
has occurred between the copy cf the Militia Bill as approved by the 
Governor, and on file in the office of the Secretary of State, and the 
printed copy of the bill issued by the latter officer, and from which 
Section 93, published in our issue of the 5th inst., was cut. The law, 
as passed and engrossed, reads: ‘‘ Any commissioned officer who 
shall have served for the continuous period of ten years may be 
placed on the supernumary list,” etc. The law is so drawn and 
enacted that inefficient and superannuated officers may be retired— 
including those who have held commissions of the same grade for ten 
years—but its operation is rendered discretionary. It docs not neces- 
sarily follow that, because an officer has held a commission for ten 
consecutive years, he is incompetent to continue in his station. We 
are very happy to make this correction, as the extract was clipped 
qrom a copy of the bill received from official sources. 

Twenty-seconp Reriment.—We received last week a letter from a 
member of this regiment requesting us to be present at the drill of a 
certain company. The reason for the request was: ‘‘Our captain 
thinks hecan drill a company, and he is arrogant enough to think 
himself faultless, and I should like to have some one competent take 
him down a peg or two.”” We most respectfully decline this and all 
similar requests. When we criticize a drill it is in order that the 
faults we point out may be avoided in future, and not to gratify the 
prejudice of any particular person or persons. 

First Reoiment oF Cavatry.—In our gazette of last week we 
notice that, on the 4th inst., the resignations of ten of the,officers of 
this regiment were accepted. Although we have rot the official re- 
turns before us, it would seem as if at least half of the officers of this 
regiment have resigned since last Fall, and if a corresponding number 
of men have been discharged it will be difficult for this regiment to 
parade anything like the number of men necessary for a minimum 
organization, viz., 512 non-commissioned officers and privates. 

Eteventa Bricape.—This brigade will assemblo at East New 
York on the 7th of June, at 9o’clock a.m. The brigade line will be 
formed at 2% o'clock. In the morning the regiments of the brigade 
will be exercised in the the evolutions of the battalion. This brigade 
is commanded by Brigadier-General Jesse C. Smith, and is composed 
of the Twenty-third, Forty-seventh, Fifty-second and Fifty-sixth 
regiments, and a howitzer battery of artillery. 

Niwery-srxra Reotuent.—This regiment will parade on the 28th 
inst., for brigade drill. The regiment will on this occasion turn out 
in fatigue uniform, rank and file with covered caps, without pompons. 
Regimental line will be formed on the above stated day at a quarter 


to 8 o’clock a. u., on Second avenue, right on Houston street. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel E. O. Bernet having gone to Europe on leave of ab- 
sence, Major A. Steinway will act as Lieutenant-Colonel, and Senior 
Captain C. Rochrich as Major. 

Sixty-nintH Reemment.—In obedience to orders from brigade 
headquarters, this regiment will assemble at the regimental armory, 
in light marching order, on Thursday, May 24th, at 8% o’clock a. m. 
for the purpose of proceeding to East New York, to take part in the 
exercises of the brigade. A preliminary drill of the officers and non- 
commissioned officers will take place at the armory, on Tuesday 
evening, May 22d, at 8 o’clock, p.m. Prompt and full attendance is 
required. 

Fourtu Reciment (VETERAN Zovaves).—Pursuant to orders from 
brigade headquarters, this regiment will assemble on Thursday, May 
24th, for brigade drill. Regimental line will be formed at ¢ o’clock 
A. M.,in Fourth street, right resting on Broadway. The Quarter- 
master will provide transportation to East New York, and make 
requisition on General Palmer,,Commissary-General of Ordnance, for 
fifteen rounds of blank cartridges per man.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Massacuvsetts Mititta Law.—The Militia bill, as passed by the 
Legislature of this State, provides that every able-bodied male citizen, 
resident within the State, of the age of eighteen years, and under the 
age of forty-five years, with certain exceptions, shall be enrolled in 
the Militia. The persons exempted from enrollment are as follows: 

Justices and clerks of courts of courts of record ; registers of probate 
and insolvency; registers of deeds and sheriffs ; officers who have held 
or may hold commissions in the Regular or Volunteer Army or Navy 
ot the United States; officers who have held, for a period of five years, 
commissions in the Militia of this or any other State of the United 
States ; or who have been superseded and discharged ; or who held 
commissions in any corps at the time of its disbandment ; staff officers 
heretofore exempted, and whose offices shall become vacant by the 
provisions of section fifty-nine; ministers of the gospel ; practising 
physicians; the superintendents, officers and assistants employed in 
or about either of the State hospitals, State almshouses, State Prison, 
jail or houses of correction ; keepers of light-houses, telegraph op- 
erators, and conductors and engine drivers of railread trains, and 
seamen actually employed on board of any vessel or who have been so 
employed within three months next preceeding the time of enrollment ; 
Quakers or Shakers in good standing, members of the fire department, 
criminals and paupers. 

The enrolled Militia, howeves, will be subject to no active duty un- 
less they are needed in case of invasion or riot. The active Militia is 
to consist of Volunteers and will first be ordered into service. 

The number of companies of the Volunteer Militia, exclusive of the 
two companies of cadets, and the ancient and honorable artillery 
company, is to be one hundred of infantry, eight of cavalry, and five 
of light artillery, and to be apportioned among the counties according 
to population. The Volunteer companies, however, now organized» 
shall be retained: provided, that no county in the Commonwealth 
shall, by reason thereof, be deprived of the right and privilege of 
enlisting and organizing its proportion of the Volunteer force. 

The Miltia will be under the command-in-chief of the Governor of 
the Commonwealth, and will be officered and disciplined mainly 
according to the system of the United States. They will be furnished 
with arms and equipments by the State. 

The law provides that the Volunteer Militia shall prarade by com- 
panies, unless otherwise ordered, annually on the last Wednesday in 
May, for inspection, company drill and manceuvre. They shall also 
be assembled for drill by companies, unless otherwise ordered, at least 
once ineach month. In addition each commander of division shall 
annually order an encampment of his division by brigades or regi- 
ments, at some time between the middle of July and the middle of 
October. Each encampment shall last three days ; the troops shall 
be inspected, reviewed, and thoroughly exercised, as companies, bat- 
talions, or brigades, in the whole routine of camp and field duty. 
The Commander-in-Chief may also order out any portion of the Mili- 
tia for escort and other duties. The act also provides compensation 
for monthly drills and other duty, performed by,the Militia.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

W. P., Witiers Porxr.—The collector of internal revenue for your 
district can give you the information you desire. 

Spuinx.—The regulations provide that every commissioned office 
below the rank of brigadier-general is entitled to one additiona 
ration per day for every five years’ service. We do not know of any 
law which has excepted Volunteers from this provision. 

R.S R.—The paymaster at your station will give you the decision 
of the War Department in your case; we do not think it was allowed 
to men of the Regular Army. 

Sunscripek.—Paymasters still continue to pay the allowance as 
before the proclamation. 

Brever.—Judging by analogy—for there is nothing in the State 
regulations to govern us—you would not. In the Regular Service 
brevet rank takes effect, Ist, By special assignment of the President 
in commands composed of different corps; 24, On court-martials or 
detachments of different corps, and, under such circumstances, 9 
State brevet should take effect, 

Nivereerrs Inrantey.—We will publish a roster of your regi- 
ment as soon as it is forwarded to us. 

G., BRooxtyn.—The point you speak of is not laid down in either 
the tactics or the general regulations, and must therefore be decided 
by the custom of the service in like cases. It is contrary to custem 
and common sense to require the men to stand at attention while an 
address is being made to the officers, of which the men cannot hear a 
word. 

E. P. H.—The question of stopping the issue of the Volunteer Reg- 
ister is under discussion in the Senate. The Army Register of 1860- 
1861 was published by the War Department. We do not know ~f any 
copies which are for saic. The Army Register for 1866 will not be pub- 
lished until next year. 

Finsr Seroxant, CaurrorntA Mizitia.—There is no form laid 
down in either the tactics or regulations. At \ ext Point, the orderly 
sergeant, in forming the company, places himself in front of its centre, 
from which place he announces to the captain the fact that the com- 
pany is formed, and then takes his position on the right of the com- 
pany. In the absence of any prescribed method the West Point 
custom is certainly very good authority.

‘The re- 
ports that have reached you are not reliable, 
satisfactory evidence of which I will telegraph 
ou as soon as the testimony of reliable gen- 
tlemen, not Mormons, can be had, say within 
twenty-four honrs.

Great Satr Lake Ciry, April 12, 1866. 
Major-General W. T. Sherman: 


Sie :—I am under many obligations to you 
for your kindness in telegraphing me respect- 
ing reports which have reached you from this 
place, as it affords me opportunity of stating 
facts. 

As nigh as we can learn, there have been 
telegrams sent from here to the East which 
have not been reliable. Your telegram gives 
us some idea of their purport. ‘There have 
been no such assassinations as alluded to in 
your dispatch. On March 17th a soldier shot 
a gentleman named Mayfield, and a Mr. Brass- 
field came home and seduced a Mormon’s wife, 
and was shot on the street by some unknown 
person; but neither I nor the community at 
large know any more about it than an inhab 
itant of St. Louis. Citizens who are not of 
our faith do not suffer from intimidation here. 
In no other community could men pursue the 
course many do here without experiencing the 
vengeance of a vigilance committee. The 
outrageous slanders they have circulated 
against us would have provoked such an out- 
break elsewhere. 

There are a few speculators here who are 
anxious to make it appear that American cit- 
izens’ lives are in danger through religious 
fanaticism, hoping thereby to have troops sent 
here to make money out of contracts. Gen- 
tiles’ lives are as safe here as Mormons’, and 
acts of violence occur more rarely in this city 
than any other of its size in any of the new 
States or Territories. B. Youna.
